The New York Times Correspondent on 
the Witness Stand—Gen. Scho- 
fleld’s Testimony. ' 


WEST PoOrNTt,N. Y.,April 17.—Inthe Whit- 
taker case, to-day, the correspondent of the 
New York Times was called, but he declined 
giving his authority for his statement that 
three cadets were heard saying that Whitta- 
ker would be fixed @c., and asked 
the indulgence of the Court till Monday, when 
his counsel would be present. The Court held 
a short consultation, and at its conclusion -the 
president said: “The Court desires to say 
that, as this witness has been sworn to 
tell the truth, the whole truth 
and nothing but the truth, and now 
he refuses to do so,and proposes to give only 
such information asis politic, noimportance 
will be attached to any information given to 
the press by this correspondent.The court will 
report the matter to the commandant at the 
post and let the examination of the witness 
drop.’”? The Recorder stated thatthe story 
published had been fully investigated and he 
had been unable to get anything to possibly 
justify him in placing the persons alleged to 
be connected with it upon the witness stand. 

NIGHT INSPECTIONS, 

Second Lieut. Wm. H. Coflin testified that 
night inspections of the barracks consist in 
the inspector going into the cadets’ rooms 
with RY dark lantern to see if 
they are in. Ile did not in- 
“pect on the night that Whittaker 
was assaulted. Referring to hazing in, the 
past,he said the colored cadets were let alone:

When he 
jearned the facts he gave an order for an in- 
vestigutior, aad members of the corps came 
to him expressing indignation over the 
occurrence and also urging an _ investiga- 
tion. Gen. Schofield then.thought the guilty 
yarty could easily be detected. The 
investigation was pursued by the no. tl ine 1g 
ant of the corps, lasted three days, and the 
result was reported to him, when he sent for 
Whittaker and informed him of the result as 
prejudicial to him. Whittaker made a 
prompt and earnest denial, and demanded 
a court of inquiry. W hittaker’s frankness 
impressed the Generai that he could uot be 
guilty. After investigation there were re- 
ports that the guilty parties were beyond West 
Point, and then the authorities had to look 
elsewhere. In the meantime Whittaker could 
not rest under the imputation cast upon him, 
apd a court of inquiry was promptly or- 
dered. Thebearing of the corps of cadets 
and the ovearing of Whittaker im- 
pressed the General with the inno- 
cense of both andthe clue outside had also 
failed. Inclosing Gen. Schofield said: ‘I'he 
method pursued in this investigation was 
adopted solely in justice to Cadet Whittaker. 
If the investigation has pursued any 
other course it 16 unknown to me. 
The whole facts bearing upon Whittaker 
must have left to the public suspicion until 
the guilty parties are found. Every means 
known which have been 
suggested to from any i other 
source, by which the investigation could 
be pursued, has been adopted.’

WASHINGTON. 


The Anonymous Letter to Springer— 
AgricuJtural Report—The Appropria- 
tion Bill. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., April 17.—The re- 
turns of April 1st to the Department of Ag- 
riculture show the increase in the area sown 
in wheat last fall to be thirteen per cent more 
than in the fall previous. In the area sownin 
rye there is a decline of six per cent as com- 
pared with the year previous. The 
condition is 98, same as last year. 
There was a large increase in 
fall sown wheat in those States 
that heretofore have been exclusively sown in 
the spring. The expériment was unfortunate, 
and all, particularly lowa and Nebraska, re- 
port great disaster from the winter. On the 
whole the wheat crop this far looks as favora- 
ble as in the spring of 1879. The condition of 
live stock as represented is very favorable— 
better than for several years. No disease is 
reported other than cholera among swine, and 
that is no worse, if as bad, as it was last 
year.

BLOWN TO ATOMS. 


The Giant Powder Works Near San 
Francisco Gone Up. 


a eS — 


Twenty-five Men Lost in the Explosion, the 
Largest Piece Found Being Part of 
a Chinaman’s Skull. 


San FRANcISCO, April 16.—The Giant 
Powder Works inthe District of Berkeley 
across the bay exploded this afternoon, killing 
twelve white men and twelve or tifteen China- 
men. This is the third explosion which this 
company has_ sustained. All of them were 
attended with loss of life. The 
explosion occurred in the packing 
room, and allthe men at work there were 
killed. About 6,000 pounds of powder was 
inthe room, All the victims were blown to 


atoms. 
THE LARGEST PIECE ‘ 


found was part of the skull of a Chinaman 
and the cue attached. There were six houses 
inside the works all blown to slivers, but 
the other workmen inside escaped, 
excepting one man in the magazine, 
no trace of whom was found. Outside the 
works are six houses, ineluding the boarding 
house of the hands. All were more or less 
damaged. 
CARELESSNESS THE CAUSE, 

The sole cause of the explosion is supposed 
to be carelessness. The workmen are hired 
by the piece and are directed te use wooden 
mallets im packing cartridges, but they 
found they could work faster and 
make more money by using iron hammers, 
a risky business around giant powder, and it 
is supposed that some man hit once too often, 
and his cartridge went off, igniting the pow- 
der before him, which communicated with 
adjacent packages with the terrible result

IMPERIAL HUMILITY. 


Thao Emperor and Empress of Austria 
Washing Twenty-Four Feet. 
{From the Baltimore Sun‘s Paris Letter. } 


A correspondent addresges me ina pleas- 
ant description of the Austrian E uperor’s hu- 
mility inthis season when a British Queen 
goes on « pleasure tour and an ex-Empress on 
a pilgrimage of love. Toe Austrian court of 
jate bas not been conspicuous for the stateil- 
ness of iis court ceremenies, Or, indeed, for 
any ceremonies whatever, as the Emperor has 
been so busily cecupied with state affairs that 
he negkcted everything for them. The Km- 
though a wonder of beauty and grace, 


press, , | : 
devotes herself entirely to such domes- 
ticity; «as an Empress (Queen is al- 


lowed to have. One optwo state balls alone 
break the monotony of this imperial devotion 
to state affairs and domestic ones. But Holy 
Week just provides an exception of a very pe- 
culiar kindtotbis imperial retirement. Oa 
Holy ‘Tnursday (yesterday) or Maundy 
Thursday the Emperor and the Empress 
washed the feet of twelve poor men and twelve 
poor women, and afterward personally wait- 
ed ontbem while seated at the traditional re- 

ast. At 10 0’clock in the morning the great 

Nhite Huallofthe palace was thrown open. 
This apartment is so called for the reason of 
its being constructed of pure white marble, 
decorated wiib silver ornaments or relievi. Oa 
three of tne four sides galleries are erected as 
high asthe capitals of the columns, and in 
these the elite of Vienna assemble on such @- 
casions. Right and left of the entrance two 
long, narrow tables are spread—one for the 
twelve men and the other fur the twelve wo- 
men. These peopie are selected from &the 
most aged poor of the city. The youngest 
waseighiv-eignt years old and the oidest 
ninety-seven, and no centenarian could be 
found, as on last year. ‘They were dressed in 
a costume Which is peculiar. A robe in brown 
stuff like Kentucky jeans, trimmed with vio- 
let of similar material; the waist is fastened 
around by apilgrim’scord, a large white 
handkerchief around the neck, and a broad- 
brimmed bat. This costume is the same as 
wornin tbe days of Maria Theresa, and the 
male and femaie are not much different in 
style.’ Moreover, the most minute details of 
the ceremony remain unchanged since those 
days of that powerful kmpress. , 

The chief characters in the ceremony, ac- 
companied each by a relation or two to sup- 
port their tottering steps, take their assigned 
places,and the Court enters. First come a 
numerous group of officers and officials, 
bearing the Chamberlain’s key worked on 
their tunics’ sleeves. I may note that the 
functions of these gentlemen are merely hono- 
rary, and these con-ist in figuring two. or 
i{hree times a year in such ceremonies as this 
{ translate. After them, and immediately 
preceding their Mujesties, the Kmperor aud 
Kmpress, comes tne grand master of the 
ceyemonies, tue Count Hunyada, dressed su- 
perbly in the mayvificent uniform of a Hun- 
warian cavalry General. The scarlet and gold 
of this uniform 1 bave described, ia contrast 
to the white fur-lined pelisse, on a previous 
oceasion In the Sun, when this ¢ entieman ap- 


yenred at the ovening of the — last 
Pare Exposition. Their Majesties 
were aceom panied by the chief 
Arebdukes and Archduches-es now in 


Vienna, and they were escorted by their re- 
spective suites. The Empress EK izabeth wore 
a black satin robe, trimmed with black lace, 
and overtbis # court mantie, the train of 
which was borne by two pages of honor. Tae 
other Princesses and ladies of the court were 
also robed in black,and formeda striking con- 
trast to ihe tall figure of the Emperor, with 
‘his white tunie (over which glistens the Order 
of the Golden Fieece), and his scarlet trous- 
ers. Behind their Majesties, oeccupving tae 
fourth side of the hall, stands the Emperor’s 
body guard—German and Hungarian. These 
guards have al] served as oflicers ia the army, 
and wear magnificent uniforms; the former 
have a scarlet tunic embroidered with gold, 
white tight pantaloons, cavalry boots and 
steel helmets with white plumes. The others, 
of Hungarians, are cladin light green, with 
silver facings, scarlet-leather boots up t9 the 
knee, anda tiger’s or panther’s skin thrown 
across their shoulders cloakwise. ‘The Empe- 
ror stands at oneof the tables occupied by 
the old men. Infrontofeach of these old 
men there also stands one member of the im- 
perial family. The Kmpress occupies a sim- 
ilar position at the other table, and the ladies 
of honor are the vis-a-vis of the old women. 
The first ceremony performed is the wash- 
ing ofthe feet. The Arch:'ukes at one table, 


the Archduchesses at the other, draw off the | 


right stocking of these poor folks, and the 
Emperor and the Empress, stooping low, 
wipe the foot with a dampciloth and after- 
wards drvit. After this comes the banquet, 
at which the humble guests are served by 
those bands which hold the scepter of one of 
the greatest States of Kurope. Ineed bardly 
say that the menu is 17vigrv in the most strict 
sense, and it also dates from the historic days 
of Maria Theresa. The antiquity ofthe re- 
past was enjoyable by the old guests and the 
young lookers-on. The first course is served 
up ateach table by twelve drabans. These 
are a body cuard, who are on service inside 
the palace. They wear brilliant searlet uni- 
forms, with black velvet and gold-lace facings, 
and, like the British ‘**beef-eaters,’’ carry the 
ancient ballebard. Each draban bringsina 
tray, with the dishes on it, and various 
objects necessary for the feast. The Em- 
peror, bareheaded, himself takes from 
the tray the. plates, dishes, etc., and puts 
them on the table before each of his old male 

jests. The Empresstreats her guests ina 
similar way. I must say that this ceremony 
is rather of the Tantalus order, inasmuch that 
the viands are served up in four distinct 
courses before the two dozen guests, but are 
no sooner served than they are carried off 
again. The four-and-twenty invited ones 
leave the hall hungry, but comparatively rich, 
for the Emperor and Empress present eaeh 


-ofthem with a violet silk purse full of gold 


and silver. On their return bome, these aged 
ones find on their modest tables the identical 
dishes, and even the knives, forks and glasses 
which excited their admiring tastes at the 
palace, conveyed by the same drahans whom 
they bad seen there. Two little barrels of 
Hungarian wine, one red, one white, consti- 
tute an additional attraction. I need hardly 
say that many of these aged ones find the feast 
and wine conducive of sound slumbers-in the 
winter of theirlives. Butts it —- Fama 
and pretty picture, thatis worthy of our ex- 
ampie ca mace days than Maundy Thursday’

Seorsthing is eas and squalid. The owner 
of the apartment is editor, compositor, Te- 
porter, printer and publisher. Under the 
mattress of the miserable bed the type 


is hidden. Thence, when occasion 
offers, = transferred to the 
multitudinous pockets of his 


greatccat. He goes out into the streets with 
a diminutive note ' 
buildings, glares at people in authority,whom 
he would kill if a glance could murder, writes 
his *‘leaders’’ in a secluded corner of a park, 
and rolls each page into a pill to be swallow- 
ed ontheapproach ofa policeman.

The Dying Gortschakoff.

The closing scenes of Prince Gortscahkoff’s 
life have been full of pathos. "Neglected by 
all but the Czar, the once loved statesman has 
been constantly reminded that he has outlived 
his usefulness and that vounger men are 
anxiously waiting to suececd him. Too old 
for his daily walks in the gardens of St. 
Petersburg, too blind to piay whist, too en- 
feebled in memory to recal! bis favorite quota- 
tious from Horace or Catulius, the venerable 
diplomatist has seen the tide of democracy 
vise on all sides of him and sweep away every 
ambition of his long career. The darling of 
his old age, ‘*ma niece, Mme. Akimiieff,’’ 
whose name was every nyoment on her uncle’s 
lips, left bim for an illicit love affair with the 
Duke von Leuchtenberg, and made him 
break his -_piedged word to the mperor that 
the alliance was the imvention of evil tongues. 
His son, Michael, whose career the old man 
had so fondly watched, had long been the 
scourge of the British Embassy, and became, 
in the eyes of the world, the byword of Rus- 
sian nepotism. Schouvaioff, Waiujieff and 


Ignatieff were fighting for his place. The 
popularity he won in 1863 was forgotten. Yet 


he still has clung to office, and the Emperor is 
not the man to remind so faithful a servant 
that bis days are numbered. for Prince 
Gortschakoff’s presence has always served to 
remind the Czar of the fast vanishing glories 
pf the highest Russian society. Like his 
friend and scbool-fellow, the poet Pushkia, 
the Prince is a cultivated man in the full sease 
of the word, and possesses information on all 


that belongs to the educational require- 
ments of his time. In everything that 
he has written, said, or done, be has 


betrayed himself an aristocrat by birth and 
rind, and whoever has studied his fine fea- 
tures knows that he has thought rather than 


-enjoyed, and that when he has enjoyed he has 


treated life like anartist. He has always had 
a liking for old-fashioned attire, a predilection 
for high cravats and heavy velvet waistcoats,as 
though to show that a man whois to rule his 
fellow-men must be independent of fashion 
and may indulge the humors of his taste aad 
his mature years. A gentleman inthe smallest 
relatichs of life, the Prince has been advah- 
tageously distinguisbed, both outwardly and 
inwardly, from the insoience of the old school 
of Russian dandies and the roughness of the 
new school of Russian philosophers. This is 
not, perhaps, the sort of praise that should be 
accorded to one who bas stood so prominently 
before the world as Prince Gortschako#, but it 
marks the side of his character which en- 
Gears him to the Czar and makes bim almost 
the Inst representative of the forms and good 
tradition cf an age which is rapily fading 
away. 
Death of a Noted Publican.

Gen. James L. Mitchell, proprietor of the 
Hotel Brunswick, died suddenly last night at 
7 o’cieck. His death was attributed to in- 
flammation of the brain, culminating in a 
stroke of apoplexy. The attaches of the 
hotel seemed strangely unwilling to furnish 
any details of his deuth. The most that could 
be ascertained was his complaining a short 
time previous of a pain in his ear. Appar- 
ently he was in bis usual state of health for 
some days previous. Gen. Mitchell was born 
in Walpole, N. H., in 1817. His early child- 
hood was passed onthe farm. He first came 
prominently into notice asthe proprietor of 
Congress Hall,in Albany, where he super- 
seded Mr. William Landon. ‘This was about 
the vedr 180. He was appointed Quarter- 
master.General on Gov. Morgan’s staff in 
[Mos8, Whence he derives his present title of 
Generali. He left Congress Hail in the spring 
of ist}, came to New York and assoeiated 
himsejf in the management of the Hotlfman 
House with Mr. C. A. Read, the present pro- 
prietor. The firm dissolved partnership in 
the spring of INv1, Mr. Read remaining in 
business and Mr. Mitchel! retiring to his farm 
at Welpole, where he passed a year in soli- 
tude. But his restive spirit could not brook 
inactivity, and sohe returnedto New York 
and linked his fortunes with Mr. Lindsley in 
the management of the Hotel Brunswick, in 
which occupation he was engaged at the time 
of his death. Some thirty years ago he was 
the bead book-keeper for the Cozzens’, pro- 
prietors of the American Hotel, which was 
situated on Broadway, above the Astor House. 
He has been twice married, and leaves a 
widow, ason and daughter. He was a shrewd 
business man, and was excelled by none inthe 
knowledge of howa hotel should be con- 
ducted. Socially be was genial and good- 
natured and liked by all who knew him. 


Help For the Deaf. 
' [From the New York Sun. | 

Dr. C. H. Thomas, of Phiiadelphia, has been 
making a study of the various new devices for 
helping the deaf to hear. All of them, he says, 
depend for their action upon the principle of 
acouaties that. solids vibrate in unison with 
the sound waves produced in the air near 
them. In these instruments the vibrations 
are of sutlicient force to be audible when con- 
veyed to the internal ear through the medium 
of the teeth and eranial bones, independently 
of the ordinary channel of hearing. Hesays 
that asimpie and exccilent instrument for the 
purpose ‘‘consists simply of arod of hard 
wood about two feetlong anda quarter of an 
inch thick, one end of which is piaced against 
the teeth of the speaker, the other resting 
against or betwen the teeth of the person hard 
of hearing. if the speaker articulates in a 
natural tone of voice, the vocal vibrations will 
be transmitted in great volume through the 
teeth and thence tothe ears of the deaf fper- 
son. It will also convey the voice distinctly 
when placed aguinst the forehead or other 
portions of the skul! of the hearer. It will 
also convey perfectly audible speech from the 
skull of one to that of the other; or such 
sounds may be conveyed by simply bringing 
the heads themselves in contact. Avain, in- 
stead of the speaker holding it against his 
teeth, he may piace it against the upper part 
of his chest, when, upon using his voice, toe 
sound will be conveyed as before, of course 
independentiy of the teeth of either person.’’

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GAME TO THE LAST. 


A Hartford Woman’s Battle With an 
Enraged Rooster.

One day last week a lady of this city bad 
reully an earnest battle with a rooster. She 
hud two flocks of about a dozen hens and one 
rooster each, with a separate ‘trun’ for each 
squad, and the hen house is_ partitioned 
through the middle, with 2 window in the 
partition.

operations through the partition window. He 
watched her with a jealous eye- Directly the 
lady reached out to take in her hands a hen, 
but it evaced her and ran off with a fright- 
ened scream. At this the looker on in Vienna 
—the old rooster—became unduly excited, 
ruftied bis feathers, elongated his neck and 
showed he was #8 ‘‘maduas mad could be.’’ 
He looked as if he wanted to tackle the ladv, 
and sure enough when she entered his room 
to pass out he did make a most determiacd 
onslaught. Herusbed at her fairly bristling 
with indignaticn, and savagely struck at her 
with bis spurs. The lady, rather pleased 
than otherwise, lifted a foot to poke 
him away and did give him a vig- 
orous shove. But he _ returned = aad 
let fly his spur-mounted' beels = and 
gave the lady’s No.3 gaiter a lively crack, 


leaving quite a stinging sensation. 
And. from _ this time out fthe lady 
and the’ plucky old rooster had a 


regular pitched battle. She says at first she 
rather enjoyed the sport, but before she got 
through the fowl wassoteriribly in earnest 
it did not seem like funand she determined 
to end up the fight by taking the old feliow by 
the peck and holding him suspended in mid- 
air until the. fight was all taken out of bim. 
The next fly he made at hershe clutched him, 
and yanked him from his feet, but he struck 
at her several times with bis spurs in rapid 
succession and in a@ most spiteful and ugly 
manner. He gotinorne blow on the back of 
ber band and wrist that left a mark three in- 
ches long, and sLe was glad to drop him. But 
now her woman dander was up and she was 
bound to conquer. She turned on him and 
kicked at him first with one foot agid then 
with the other, following him around the lit- 
tle bouse, he fighting’ gallantly as he re- 
treated. 

He would fly at her, catch her by the dress 
with his bill, and crack would go the spurs 
with as much vigor as if the oid fellow had a 
rooster’s head in chancery. Again and again 
the old lady grasped him by the neck, chok- 
ing, twisting and shaking him, but he would 
compel her to let go by the rapid thumps of 
his tough, bard old spurs, Afterthe fight had 
lasted fully ten minutes tbe lady thought, as 
there could not be muca honor in conquering 
a rooster, and rather admiring his pluck, 
she would withdraw and let him enjoy his 
crow of victery. But as she turned to 
go the onslaughts of the plucky fellow 
were fiercer and fiercer, and she was com- 
pelled to retreat backwards and kept her 
feet employed in trying to keep him at bay. 
When she turned to open the exit door the 
rooster, 28 a parting salute, flew up at her 
waist high, and gave her beltucrack. It was 
a fowl blow, but the lady did not stop to 
claim the victory on that account. She hur- 
riediv closed the door and the determined 
fellow actually gave the door a clip and looked 
disgusted because the lady had got out of his 
reach. 

The writer saw several marks on the lady’s 
bands and arms as the result of the encounter 
and bas told the story as near as possible in 
her own language. It is an uncommon occur- 
rence for a roosterto tackle aman or a wo- 
man, but we never heard of a case where the 
fowl showed so much pluck and persistency 
in carrying on the unequal fight. 

Schools for Indigent Children.

Feeling the great necessity for an industry 
in Which the unemployed women and children 
of the country could be profitably and pleas- 
antiy employed, a number of ludies in the city 
bave organized a society for the promotion of 
silk culture, of Which Mrs. John Lucas is 
president; SMiry.

A meeting of the so- 
ciety was held at St. George’s Halli yesterday 
morning, which was addressed by Dr. Cham- 
berlin, Mrs. Knowlton, who was a missionary 
to China, and Madame Morin, of New Eag- 
land. It was stated by Dr. Chamberlin that 
the mulberry trees, on the leaves of which the 
worms feed, could be procured from Kansas, 
and the eggs could be obtained from a gentle- 
mab in kyy Harbor, who now has 5,000,000 on 
hend. 

M:s.-Knowlton,in the course of her re- 
marks, gave some Very interesting facts econ- 
nected withthe openiug of aschool of instruc- 
tion in China, in wWhichthe women and chil- 
dren were instructed in the cultivation of the 
mulberry and in tne delicate Operation of 
1eeiing the silk from the cocoons. It is the 
intention ofthe society tu secure rooms in 
which tuition will be given in the art of rais- 
ing silk worms and preparivg the silk for 
market, and from which supplies necessary 
for the organization of the industry may be 
readily obtained. 

The society have already received a dona- 
tion of $1,000 worth of cocoons from a promi- 
nent merchant of this city, whois interested 
in the enterprise, and a Jarge number of 
prominent cicizens, both tadies and gentle- 
men, are lending the projece their aid. 


Severe on the Gruzers. . 
{From the Cincinnati Times. ] 

An emphatic protest comes from the West 
against the recent sweeping order of the Gov- 
ernment in regard to cattlemen in the Indian 
Territory. The order is, in substance, that 
all herders must get out of there immediately, 
or the solciers now on guard along the line 
will be sent down to drive theu out. 
The cattle men protest on the ground that 
the order is ubreasonable and unjust, 
and wiHimpose a cruel hardship on ail or 
many oftheirnumber. While the facts do 
not seem to sustain the plea of injustice, there 
can be no doubt as to the ruinous effect of the 
Government’s action upon the business of 
these enterprising citizens. They never pos- 
sessed the right to berd stock on Indian lands, 
and therefore no right is vivlated when they 
are ordered off, but for years they have taken 
the liberty to drive theircattle upon the rich 
grasses of the Territory, and herd them there 
until ready for the market. Permis- 
sion has never been asked, and the (Govern- 
ment has never interfered, and the custom is 
now hela by the cattle meu to have become a 
settled right. Ofcourse, there is nothing in 
this claim. The law is all onthe side of the 
Gorernment. The order, if carried out, will 
result in heavy losses to those now having cat- 
tle grazing on Indtan lands. One prominent 
stock man recently informed a Kansas City 
paper tbat he would be made a bankrupt 
and that this Would be the case with every 
one of bis acquaintances.

OLD COINS. 


The Craze of the Numismatics Reviv- 
ing. 
'From the Philadelphia Record. | 

Tke coin collectors are amowg the individ- 
uals Who realize the impulse cf improved 
times. They report that tye atin for coins”’ 
has revived toa wonderful extent. Old nu- 
mi:matics are taking more interest in their 
hobbies, new ones are in the field, and, as a 
result, coins are growing scarce and prices 
daily tending upward. Among the coins for 
Which there is now a great demand are the 
dimes, quarter and balf dollars of 1879. Only 
$15,060 of these coins were issued from the 
mint, Whereas the average issue of previous 
years has been larger.Collectors are now pay- 
ing 75 cents for the haif dollar, 35 cents for the 
quarters and 2) cents forthe dimes of 187), 
while tbe figures obtained by the dealers from 
their private customers are nearly twenty- 
live per cent in advance of buying prices. 

The articles relative to old and rare coins, 
published in the Kecord over a year ago, have 
had the effect of unearthing a couple of ex- 
tremely rare specimens which are now in the 
possession of KE. Mason, Jr., a numismatist of 
this ¢ity. One of these is a Washington silver 
dollar of 1796, whichis be:ieved to be the 
only one inthe country, and to which a his- 
tory is attached. 

When Wasbington was in the height of his 
popularity it was proposed to place his bust 
upon the comage. This was done in some 
silver and copper issues of 1791-92; but 
Washington objected so vigorously that the 
coins Were withdrawn from circulation, 
Again in 1796 it was proposed to place his 
head upon the dollars, but once more he ob- 
jected, and the idea was not persisted in. 
Two or thiee coins were, however, struck off, 
and the one justnow turned up is of the num- 
ber. Where the others went to nobody knows, 
but this one has been in the 
possession of a--Spbnyikill county farmer for 
over sixty years.” The obverse has a military 
bust of Washington, facing leit, surrounded 
by the legend, ‘*‘Washington, President,’’ 
and the date 1796. The headis surrounded 
with aJaurel wreath. On the reverse isa 
spread eagle, surrounded by fifteen stars. A 
broad milling extends arvund the margin. 
The obverse has the name ‘*Birch” in very 
small letters beneath the head. This was the 
desizner, who was the father of the present 
auctioneer of that name. 

The other coin is also newto the numismatie 
world, which has been generally ignorant of 
its existence, although it was stated in Boston 
recently tbat such a coin was extant. Itis a 
Confederate gold piece the size and weight of 
a $2 50 gold coin, for which it was probably 
intended. The obverse has a naked bust of 
Jeff. Davis, with the nameinacircle. Onthe 
reverse 1s a laurel wreath with the date 1861. 
Around this is the legend: **C. 8S. A. First 
President.”? This piece has just been brought 
to light by aresident of Richmond, Va., who 
Values it at $100. Whether it was struck asa 
sample com or intended as a medal isa ques- 
tion which the numismatists will now atiempt 
Lo solve. 
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Ap Old Virginia Giant: 
[From a Letterin the «etersburg Appeal. } 

The allusion in a recent letter of your 
Louisa correspondent to the old revolution- 
ary giant hero, Peter Francisco, revives many 
traditions and reminiscences of the wonderful 
performances and daring deeds of that 
extraordinary man. My father, re- 
cently deceased at the advanced age of 
ninety, well remembered him, having fre- 
quently seen him in his native county of 
Buckingham, and related many anecdotes of 
his stiring and perilous adventures and hair- 
breadth escapes as he heard the recital fall 
from tbe lips ofthe giant himself. He de- 
scribed him as six feet one inch in height, his 
weight 260 ‘pounds, his complexion dark and 
swarthy, features bold and manly and his 
hands and feet uncommonly large, his thumbs 
being as large as anordinary man’s wrist. 
Such was his personal strength that he could 
easily shoulder «# cannon that weighed 1,000 
pounds, and he had seen him take a manin 
his rigbt hand, pass over the floor ard dance 
his head against the celling with as much ease 
as if he had beenadoll baby. The man’s 
weight was 195 pounds! Partaking of the 
patriotic enthusiasm of the times, ne entered 
the American Revolutionary Army at the aze 
of sixteen. He was present at the storming 
of Stony Point, and was the first soldier after 
Major Gibbon who entered the fortress, on 
which occasion he received a bayonet wound 
inthe thigh. He was at Brandywine, Mon- 
mouth, and other battles at the North, and 
was transferred to the South under Gen. 
Green, Where he was engaged in the actions 
of the Cowpens, Camden, (Guulford Court- 
house, etc. He was so brave and possessed 
such contidence in his prowess that he was 

ositively fearless. He used a sword with a 
lade five feet long, which he could wield asa 
feather, and every swordsman who came in 
reach of him paid the forfeit of his life. 


Havanas Made From Straw Paper. 
[From the Chieago Times. | 


The greatconundrum inthe Cuban trade, 
**What becomes of all the straw paper?’ is 
easily solved. Itis saturated in a decoction 
made from tbe stems and refuse of the choice 
Havana seed leaf, and when properly treated 
with flavoring extracts, licorice root, senna, 
etc., makes a filling for cigars. Besides, it 
burns with a pure white ash precisely like 
that of the genuine leaf, unlike that yielded 
by any other material. Specimens are pre- 
pared paper are described as closely resemb- 
jing the leaf in appearance, taste and flavor. 
The small particles of rye which remain in the 
straw and are ground up with the pulp, being 
of an oily nature, donot take the rye, and 
look like the whitish mold ofa real leaf. 
Among other virtues itis claimed that the 
lime used in bleaching the! paper neutralizes 
the effects of nicotine, so that no improve- 
ment seems possible inthe use of straw in 
cigar-makipg, except that it may to leave ot 
the tobacco altogether. Coffee makers suc- 
ceed in making people prefer chicory and 
pears toany other mixture, and why should 
not rye straw excel in making *‘the weed.’ 
The objection offeied against the use of rye 
een, at home is that it would not be “*gen- 
uine.

THE CLAIMANT TICHBORNE. 


What an Englishman Knows of the 


**Cause Celebre.” 
{From the Indianapolis Journal.1 


Last evening a Journsl reporter again met 
Muj. Robert Adeane Barlow, of London, Eug- 


land, stopping at the New Denaison House... 


He was ina cbhatiy mood, and a chance ques- 
tion brought up the Tichborne case. 

‘*Whenthe huilaballoo of the elections is 
over,’’ said the Major, **the Tichborae case 
will come on in the Court of Appeal at West- 
minster.’’ ' 

‘‘*Who are the Judges, Major, of this 
Court?’ inquired the reporter. 

“The court consists of Lord Justice Bram- 
well, Lord Justice Blackburn and Lord Jus- 
tice brett, three B’s, and with them are assvo- 
ciated the Chief Justice of the Queen’s 
Bench, that wonderful old man, Sir Alexand- 
er Cockburn [the Major, by the way, pro- 
nounces this Coburn], and Chief Justice Lord 
Coleridge, of the Common Pleas. Inasmuch 
as Cockburn was the Judge who tried Tich- 
vorne in the eriminal case, and Coleridge was 
the one who opposed the claimant in the civil 
case and getting up the prosecution in the 
criminal case, as a matter of decency, it is not 
likely either of these, Cockburn or Coleridge, 
will take part inthe approaching trial. 

‘The issue in this trial is avery simple one; 
you under.tand Tichborne, or Arthur Orton, 
as the prosecution insist him to be, was sen- 
tenced on two distinct counts to two terms of 
imprisonment of seven years each for perjury. 
ibe first perjury consisted in swearing that 
he was Ruger Charles Doughty Tichoorne; 
the second, forced out of him by his owa 
counsel, Sergeant Ballentine, was that he had 
had criminal intercourse with his cousin, 
Kate Doughty. You see thev stretched a 
point tomaketwocases of perjury of it. 
Tichborne told Ballentine in consultation that 
he had been familiar with his cousin, 
when Bailentine said he would 
use itintbe trial. The claimant told him 
that be should do nothing of the kind—he 
would rather lose the case. The Sergeant did 
use it, and the additional seven years was the 
result. Of course his cousin Kate—now mar- 
ricdand with a family—defended her good 
name. This intimacy was before he went 
awav from England in 755; he went to Rio de 
Janeiro, and all trace of him was lost after 
54. Butit cameto light in this wonderful 
case that on leaving England he had madea 
will, and in that will was a provision for the 
care of the child should his cousin Kate be 
brought to bed. This will, withother papers, 
was destroyed by the family solicitor when 
the claimant returned.’’ 

‘*Did you ever see Tichborne?”’ 

‘*Did 1 ever see Tichborne! My dear sir, I 
was one of the witnesses inthecase. I[ saw 
him soon afier he got back to England, in 
1868, I believe. But Il Knew himinthe army 
at (Canterbury. My family lived there. Be- 
sides the Tichbornes are Catholics, and I and 
my people are Catholics. He wasa young fei- 
jow then, twenty-two ortwenty-three. He 
was a slow boy, had no great amount of edu- 
cation, though quite as much as his capacity 
would enable him tu take on. He was a coarse, 
loutish fellow, but alithe Tichboraes were a 
coarse lot. Of course young Tichborne 
knew tbe Ortens. Mrs. Orton, when 
it girl, was a housemaid at Sir 
James Tichborne’s, lRoger’s father, and 
the old man before her marriage to Orton had 
been very free with her. Never had any left- 
handed progeny by ber. I believe. but it was 
always understood that Mrs. Orton always re- 
membered Sir James very kindly. Herson, 
Aithur Orton, I am told,looked myich like the 
Tichbornes. I have not seen Roger Tichborne 
since Le was convicted. When he came back 
I recognized him at once as the same person 
I bad known at Canterburv, though he had 
gotstouter and coarser. When he went to 
prison he weighed twenty-twoand a halfstone 
(315 pounds).’”’ 

‘*W hat is the Tichborne estate worth now?” 

“Oh, it never was avery valuable estate— 
never worth more than £14,000 a year, and is 
now worth less than £6,000, itis said. The 
estate has nearly all gone in litigation.” 

“The trials must have cost some money,’’ 
suggested the reporter. 

‘*nighty-six thousand pounds of the na- 
tion’s money Was spent to prosecute him, and 
only £400 to defe.d—that is, in addition to 
the contributions, all of which I faucy Ken- 
ealy bagged, probably £4,000. [ told you, [ 
believe, I was a witness in the great trial. I 
didn’t belong to the regiment in which Tich- 
borne was, the Carbineers. I wasin the mi- 
litia. Butl bad no question in my mind of 
bis being the genuine Roger Tichborne—none 
whatever. I wasthe only witness of near- 
ly or quite a hundred called 
for the defense that was not sScandalously cur- 
rycombed by the Chief. Justice in summing 
up. Nearly all the witnesses for the claimant 
were treated as if they were scoundrels and 
felons. When he was convicted on these two 
counts the Judyves might have passed sentence 
of seven years for each; but the two sentences 
are certainly concurrent, and are held to be 
so by alithe lawyers in England. So now, the 
seven years’ term haY¥.ny about expired, the 
matter of the other seven years is to be dis- 
posed of. Tichborne’s solicitor, Kimber, has 
retained Judah P. Benjamin, the great Yan- 
kee counsel. He’s a most charming man, 
sixty-five years old, and of extremely taking 
manners. A rattling fine lawyer—understands 
all branches of law, and if a naturalized 
Englishman would be made a Judge in, a 
minute. He is making money, decidedly, but 
be will make none in this case.”’ 

‘*Has the Claimant any children?’ [Is -he 
married ?”’ 

**Yes; he’s married to a woman named 
Anne Bryant, and has three children by her. 
One of the boys is the most striking image of 
the Tichbornes; he has the family marks all 
overhim. The Claimant’s oldest child must 
be twelve years of age. The word now 
1s that Arthur Orton has been found and will 
be brought home from a lunatie asylum at 
Paranatta, Australia, where he was sus- 
pected to be a year and a half or more ago. 
The Tichborne estates are held intrust for 
the young son of Alfred Tichborne 
(the brother of Roger), a boy about twelve 
years old—the same age as the Ciaimant’s 
eldest son.’’

made by her committee, although he has no 
idea that the Democracy will be as well pleas- 
ed as they were at St. Louis. It is too late 
now to talk about changing the place.

IN GENERAL TERM. 


The Five Circuit Judges Sit Together to 
Hear an Argument. 


A point inthe several suits of depositors 
against she directors of the defunct Broad- 
way Savings Bank was argued to-day befgre 
allthe Circuit Judges in general term. It 
came up as an agreed statement, and the 


question to be decided is were the directors 
obliged, underthe law, to know that the 
bank was in failing condition at the time it 
really was so, and ifthey were are they to 
be held liable, personally, for money depos- 
ited during the time that the bank was in 
such a failing condition. The plaintiffs in th 

several suits were represented to-day by E. 
T. Farish, Robert 8S. Woods, Seneca Taylor, 
Irwin Z. Smith and H. M. Pollard. The 
directors were represented by Messrs. Wm. 
Patrick, John W. Noble and E. T. Farish. 
Mr. Patrick read the agreed statement, whieh 
was entitled Joseph Jecko, Jr., against J. 
Phillip Krieger, Sr., and the other directors 
of the Broadway Savings Bank. The state- 
ment charged that the directors knew the bank 
was in a failing condition when certain de- 
posits were received, and this allegation 
is supported by an aflidavit. Mr. H. M. Pol- 
lard addressed the Court for the plaintiffs and 
was followed by Mr. Patrick 1n an exhaustive 
speech for the other side. Either party may 
appeal from the decision rendered, as the 
case before the general term was brought 
simply for the purpose of testing the State 
law of 1877 relating to the liabil.ty of bank di- 
rectors.

The reported action of the Board of Health of 
New Orleans, in ordering auarantine declared 
Muy 1 against all vessels hailing from Cuban 
and South American ports, created some dis- 
cussion on ’Change to-day, and gave rise to a 
false impiession as to the effect the order 
would have on St. Louis toreign freights 
among people not well informed. President 
Smith stated to a POST-DISPATCH reportert hat 
the order had been made every summer as 
soon as the presence of yellow fever 
was detected in any of the Southern ports, and 
it did not atfect St. Louis trade with the East 
through New Orleans in the least. 

Another gentleman stated thatthe quuran- 
tine would cut no figure whateverin the mat- 
ter of St. Louis trade. It might stop some 
sugar, but none of the bulk grain vessels. Not 
more than a half dozen vessels will be prevent- 
ed from coming up to New Orleans during the 
entire suinmer.

How the Telegraph and the Telephone 
Stations are Connected. 


The thousands of wires censtituting the 
telegraph, telephone, fire-alarm and police 
systems of St. Louis, besides the numerous 
private lines in successful operation through- 
eut the city, are objects which attract general 
attention. The two systems of arranging 
the wires adopted in aerial suspension are both 
employed in this city. The first is that of 
using poles, having cross-pieces bearing insu- 
lators, along which the wires are strung; and 
the second is that of employing the house tops 
in place of the poles. The two systems are 
here combined when found advantageous, 


and little er no complaint is made on account 
of the arrangement. 
THE CITY LINES. 

The numerous wires which cross and re- 
croes one another, forming an intricate net- 
work about the city, are allunder the super- 
vision of tive distinct corporations. These are 
the City Fire and Police Telegraph, the Bell 
Telephone (including the Gold and Stock 
Telephone), the Western Union Telegraph, 
the Atlantic and Pacific Telegraph and the 
American Union Telegraph. ‘The total num- 
ber of wires scattered about the city will 
aggregate $00, while the number of miles will 
reach 1,600. In other words, the individual 
lines joined together will stretch from this 
city to the northwest point of Mame, or will 
make & continuous eircuit from St. Loufs to 
the State line of California. The same line, if 
extended north or south, would reach Brit- 
ish America in the first instance and Mexico 
in the other. 

While these lines are seattered all over 
the city, they are found in greater numbers 
on Third street than any other thoroughfare. 
On this street fully 150 different wires are sus- 
vended by means of the poles and housetops. 
[he location of the three great telegraph com- 
panies on this street will readily account for 
the increased number of wires. 

TILE CIVY FJRE AND POLICE TELEGRAPH. 

The central oftice of this branch of the city 
service is situated on the third floor of the 
Court-house. From this office thirty metallie 
circuits, or sixty wires, radiate over the va- 
ricus portions of the city. These circuits are 
divided into districts. Eighteen of them are 
connected With the 370 fire-alarm boxes from 
Which the alarms are received. Six circuits 
are required for sounding the alarms at the 
engine houses,while an equal number of wires 
are devoted to the police business exclusively. 
The longest circuit is that connecting the sev- 
eral police stations and city institutions. 
This extends down to Carondelet, the Fair 
Grounds and up in the northern part 
ofthe city. Itis over thirty milesin length. 
The shortest circuit is that which joins the 
newspaper establishments with the central 
cfliice, This line will not exceed one mile. 
The circuits, with buta single exception, gre 
what istermed metallic. That is, they are 
double, having one line leading out and a sec- 
ond wire returning to the central office. The 
exception is the police branch of the system. 
ce that case ground wires are employed, 
which does away with’ the necessity for a re- 
turn line. The different wires joined together 
will extend from St. Louis to Cleveland, a dis- 
tance of 500 milcs, 

THE TELEPHONES. 

The vartous wires connecting the central 
ofiice of the Bell Telephone Exchange with the 
numerous subscribers constitute an important 
feature of the telegraph system in St. Louis. 
By a recent consolidation, the Gold and Stock 
Telephone Exchange, with its oftice on Third 
and Olive streets, has become a part of the 
first mentioned corporation, and, al- 
though the ojftice of the Gold and Stovck Ex- 
change is retained at the old stand.its business 
and affairs are directed py the Bell Exchange, 
Whose business ofiice is located at 517 Olive 
street. The telephone wires Jeading fronnpthe 
two cflices wil! probably number 500. The 
longest individual wire inuse extends out to 
the retinery at Cheltenham, a distance of 
seven miles. ‘The shortest wire is the one 
from ti business oflice to the central office on 
Sixth street, being distant not over 300 feet. 
It is estimated that the wires will aggregate 
jn leneth 600 miles, 

THE WESTERN UNION, 

Leading to the oftice of the Western Union 
Telegraph Company, on ‘Third and Olive 
streets, from all parts of the United States, 
are about 100 different wires. ‘Their estimat- 
ed Jength within the city limits is four miles 
per wire, or about 400 miles. This includes 


' the forty-two branch offices of the company

with the wires connecting them. 

The Atlantic and Pacitic Company have only 
three wires whose united length is ten miles. 
The American Union has in the neighbornood 
of 100 miles of wire within the territory bound- 
ed by the city. 

THE UNDERGROUND SYSTEM 
of lines is opposed by the telegraph men gen-’ 
eraliy, because of the enormous expense at- 
tached to such disposition of the wires. This 
system of running the wires beneath the sur- 
face of the earth would entail the expenditure 
of millions of dollars at the start, besides ne- 
cessitating large outlays yearly for current ex- 
penses to maintain it. They contend that the 
underground system Is impractical, uot only 
fortelephonic purposes but also for tele- 
graphs. This objection is based on the fact 
that induction occurs when several wires are 
placed close together, as must be the case in 
the underground system. Induction is a 


sympathy of the current on one 
wire for that of others in close prox- 
imity. It , occurs to such au 


extent asto render the working of all difti- 
cult, if not impossible. Such has been the re- 
sult of the system operateidtin London. Itis 
also very difticult to keep the wires in repair:

Including the Prices of Commodities for 
the Household. 


The business at the various city markets is 
reported good during the past week, and es- 
pecially so to-day. Inthe game department 
the season is about over, andvery little de- 
mand is made for the few articies still offered 
forsale. The following quotations are made: 
Snipe have come down in price and are now 
held at $150 per dozen. Mallard ducks are 
sold for Wc a pair; teal ducks bring 40c, while 
the ordinary wixed ducks only command from 
95e to 35c. The canvas-backs are quoted at" 


$2a pair. The red-heads are retailed at $1 25. 
Plover are selling at $1 per dozen. Turkeys 
retail at 15c a pomnd, and dressed chickens 
are held at prices ranging from 3V0c to 40c a- 
iece. 

. The different kinds of meat are sold as 
follows: Sirloin steaks are sold 
for 121-2 to 15 cents per pound. Porter- 
house cuts are held at 15 cents. Rib 
roasts are quoted at a bit a pound. 
Lamb is retailed from $1 to $125 per quarter. 
Veal sells from 8to 121-2 cents per pound. 
Mutton is quoted from 5 to 12 cents a pound, 
depending on thaquality of the meat. Pork 
retails at 8 cents and sausages sell for the same 
price. Fish is held at prices ranging from8 
to 12 cents a pound. 

Cucumbers have decreased in price and are 
sold for 15 cents apiece. Radishes are held at 
30 cents per dozen, in _ place of 
40 cents as quoted lest week. Pie 
plant also has come down, and is now offered 
for 30 cents per dozen. Green peas are sell- 
ing for 10 cents a quart. New potatoes can 
be purchased at $1 per peck. Lettuce has in- 
crease and is now held at 75 cents per dozen. 
New beats $1 per dozen. Lima beans 10 cents 
per quart. Onions 3 bunches for 5 cents. To- 
matoes 50 cents per dozen. Oranges 25 to 50 
cents per dozen. Lemons 25 to 30 cents. 
Eggs 10 cents per dozen, and butter 25 to 40 
cents a pound.

The Cost of Theatrical Posters and 
Lithographs. 


What Mary Anderson, Rice, McCullough 
and Others Spend in a Season 
—The Railroads. 


Theatrical advertising in this age of prog- 
ress has grown to bea science. Our forefa- 
thers would have stared in amazement if they 
could have foreseen the specimens of theatri- 
cal posters, lithographs, plain and illuminat- 
ed, of the present day. It was about twenty- 
five years ago that the circus first commenced 
advertising its attractions with the 
vari-colored prints Which are used 
even now. opivy in a more highe 


ly finished and _ perfect state. The 
advertising and printing expenses of a first- 
class circus now, not inctuding newspaper 
advertising, average $100 to $150 a day for 
wall printing according tothe size of the 
town. Nearly all the large posters are printed 
at the office of the Buffalo Courier,New York, 
or at Riley’s, in New York Citv. The former 
establishment is perhaps the largest 
and best appointed = of its kind in 
the world. The building in which the work 
is done isafire-proof iron strveture, seven 
stories nigh, and all devoted to the specialty 
which has made the reputation of the estab- 
lishment. Over three hundred people are 
employed, men,women and boys, and at cer- 
tain portions of the year the works are run day 
and night. ‘ 

The use of large colored posters 
and lithographs by the theatrical profession 
began some ten years ago, and originated in 
the Ledger job otfice, Philadelphia. It was 
the design of Mr. Jackson, the superintendent 
of the office, who devised large flaring-color- 
ed posters in five colors for the Wallace Sis- 
ters. It was the means of securing an immense 
success for the Wallace Sisters, and these 
first oolored posters made a_.- for- 
tune for people who oydinarily had 
little talent or ability. Once introduced and 
its good results witnesses,of course the innova- 
tion spread and ina few years nearly ali the 
theatricai companies had adopted the new style 
of advertising. Plain lithographs followed 
the colored posters, and within the last three 
years a new novelty has been introduced—the 
illuminated lithographs, some of which are 
real works of art. It is Wwon- 
derful with what skill they are 
executed. These illuminated lithographs, 
which are now all the rage as a means of ad- 
vertising, and promise to continue so fora 
season or two, are nearly all made at three 
establishments, viz., Strawbridge & Co. of 
Cincinnati, Hoehn & Co. of Baltimore and 
Forbes & Co. of Boston. 

THE COST OF THEATRICAL WALL PRINTING 
and window lithographs to the various 
companies sometimes runs up very 
high, A _ fair average of what it 
costs is $150 aweek. Some companies ex: 
pend as much as $800 a week. Mary Ander- 
son this season has spent nearly $4,000. Some 
of her plain lithographs were very fine. The 
large ones cost seven cents apiece; the smaller 
thiee cents. A few years ago the first kind 
would have cost fifteen cents. Another large 
advertiser is Mr. E. E. Rice. His three 
companics, **The Evangeline,’’ ‘*Surprise 
Party” and “Fun on the Bristol,’? have 
been advertised by him atan expense of over 
920,000. Mr. Ernest Stanley, whois Mr. Rice’s 
business representative, has sole charge of 
this department, also of routes, railroads, 
ete. Heis one of the most original and useful 
men in the profession, and is a practical tlius- 
tration of the value of ayood agent.

Marshall, Samuel Cupples, Rev. W.W.Boyd,

vention to be held at St. Joseph on May 25th, 
26th and 27th. A general outiine of the in- 
tendedjprogramme was marked out.

The Bayards and Saulsburys, of 
Little Delaware.

Interesting Sketch ofa Race of States- 
men.

No one can dip into Delaware politics with- 
out hearing, first, Jast and all the time, about 
the two families that control the affairs of the 
State and divide between them its representa- 
tion in the United States Senate—the Bayards 
and the Saulsburys. a little State like this 
great men are more conspicuous than in larg- 
er communities. You can get no perspective 
to measure accurately their neight. They are 
always close to you, and there are so few of 
them that you can institute no just compari- 
sons. Like tees ina small meadow they are 
such striking objeets in the landscape that 
the vaiue ot their timber is often oveéresti- 
mated. Nearly every manl have met io the 
two days I have spent here bas taiked about 
the members of these two dominant political 
familics, and lam tempted to repeat some of 
the gossip I have heard, in common, no doubt, 
with every stranger who takes the pains to 
usk questions abuut the public affairs of the 
State. 

The Bayards are an old aristucratic family, 
and have played a great role in Delaware pol- 
itics ever since ithe revolution, but the Sauls- 
burys are new nien of yeoman ancestry who 
did not come tothe surfuce until after the 
death of John Clayton in 1856. | Clayten’s 
active life, as a purty leader, spanned the 
whole period of the existence of the Whig 

arty. While he lived he was the master of 

Jelaware politics. When the Whig party 
died he died, Which was the most sensible 
thing he could do. SBefore he stepped off, 
however, he predicted the outbreak of the 
rebellion,the success of the South in the early 
part ef the struggie and the final complete 
triumph of the North. Some action Hay- 
ton’s during the latter part of hi reer 
awakened the cexsure of bis party at me, 
and a delegation Waited upon him and told 
him that they feared he was no lofer a 
Whig. ‘The old man rose from his chaifPand, 
drawing himéeilf up to his full height, said, in 
indignanttones: ‘‘What, unwhig me! Me, 
who was a Whig when these gentiemeu I see 
here were riding corn-stalk horses in their 
fathers’ barnya:ds!’’ The deputation asked 
his pardon and went home. 

The Bayards satedate the Claytonrsgime 
arg have already survived it a quarter of a cea- 
tuiy. They are the only famiivin our history 
that has held a seatin the United States Sen- 
ate forthree generations. The grandfather of 
the present Senator was a Senator, and so was 
his tather. Most of the. Delaware Democrats 
believe that when he retires from public life 
one of his sons will succeed him. Sacha 
transmission of political place and power from 
sire to son would be impossilie in this coun- 
try outside of Delaware, where the small size 
of the State limits competition in public life, 
and the great conservatism of the people at- 
taches them strongly to the few men of con- 
spicuous ability they possess. I confess to 
some admiration for this remarkable fidelity 
to political leadership. These people believe 
in blood. They take on trust the son of the 
man who bas served them weil rather than 
any new aspirant for place, however talented 
or popular. 

Jumes A. Bayard, the second Senator of 
the jine, is still living at an advanced age. He 
is quite broken in body and mind, and is sel- 
agom seen outside of his house, a plain, sub- 
stantial brick building, standing on Market 
street, the principal Lusiness thoroughfare. 
He lives alone with two faithful servants, but 
has thé constant care of a married daughter, 
whose house is just across the street. He 
was a good Jawyer in brs time, a fine orator, 
and a cultivated gentleman. His son James 
was destined to succeed him, and was aceord- 
ingly sent to college and bred to the law. But 
the young man did uot turn out well, and the 
younger son, Thomas, who had been educat- 
ted fora mérchant, his mother comingof a 
mercantile family, was putto studying law 
wilhout theadvantages of a collegiate course. 
Had it not been for this change in his career, 
brought about by parental authority, he 
would probably have made no figure 
in politics. He became a strong man at 
the bar, and in the days of his active prac- 
tice was noted for his great industry, his 
careful preparation of his cases and his man- 
ner of identifving himself completely with 
his clients’ interests. His success was aided 
by bis unusual powers of endurance. He 
could work all day and all night on a case and 
go into court next morning as fresh and vig- 
orous as if he had just come from bed. The 
lawyers here do not like to have him as an op- 
ponent, not because he outmatches them all 
in learning or in powers of argument, but be- 
cause he believes in his client and in his ecli- 
ent’s case as strongly as he does in himself, 
and displays as much sensitiveness and zeal 
as though he were himself. assailed. In his 
public life the Senator is more courteous and 
affable than his father used to be, treating 
everybody with unfailing politeness; but he 
isnotof asociabie disposition,and mingles 
but little in the society of the town. They do 
not credit him here with much liberality in 
politics. Heis accounted an intense party 
man, who covers up the bitterness of his par- 
tisanship under a cloak of personal amiability. 
Republicans say that he is above all things 
a Democrat, and supports his arty, 
right or wrong. They praise him for his 
stand upon the financial question, which 
they say was in oppesition to the views ofa 
majority of the Democrats of the State, but 
they do not believe he is any more liberal or 
national in his views thanthe Senators from 
the States further South, or that he is above 
using for bis own advantage the ordinary 
methods of Democratic politics. They cite, 
as an evidence of this, his refusal to respond 
to their appeal fora word of reproofof the 
action of his party associatesin Delaware in 
attempting to disfranchise thousands ef Re- 
publican voters by leaving their names off the 
Assessors’ rolls. 

Mr. Bayard is not accounted a wealthy man. 
His towssfolk think he is worth, perhaps, 
$100,000. He has an income, they say, from his 
investments, his salary as a Senator, his at- 
torneysbip of the Philadelphia, Wiimington 
and Baltimore Railroad, and his law practice 
in vacations, ofabout $20,000. He livesina 
large, plain, old-fashioned mansion, which he 
bought a few vears ago. It stands on the crest 
ofaridge aboutamile from the principal 
business’ street, is suleounded with 
spacious grounds, and commands 
8 superb view of the city, 
the Delaware River, and the fertile country to 
the southward asfaras Newcastle. He has 
had twelve children, of whom nine are living. 
He is very much of a home man, is attached 
to his family, fond of books and a quiet 
methodical way of living, and is rather cold, 
though always courteous, to people outside of 
his immediate circle of friends. His political 
influence in the State is strongestin his own 
County of Newcastle. The other two coun- 
ties are dominated by the Saulsburys, who are 
not particularly friendly to him. 

The Delawareans are divided into two 
classes—the up-country people and the down- 
country people. The up-country consists of 
the County of Newcastle,and the down-coun- 
tryfoffthe Counties of Kent and Sussex. New- 
castle has a majoritv of the population, and 
nine-tenths ofthe wealth of the State, bunt it 
has Only one-third of the political power. The 
other twocounties arejealous of it, and by 
combining outvote it in the Legislature in the 
proportion of twoto one. People here say 
that notbing short ofa Dorr Rebellion will 
ever gain for them the political 
power to which they are fairly 
entitled. They cannot hope to amend the 
Constitution so as to base representation on 
population, because the two down-country 
counties will oppose such a measure. The 
inhabitants of Kent and Sussex are southern 
in their character, the farms are large, the 
country is isolated from the currents of travel 
and migration, and the nineteenth century 
spirit of pr ss and enterprise does not 
dwell inthe jJand. In Newcastle, however. 
there are many ae and pvople of 
Northern lineage; ilmington has become a 
busy, prosperous manufacturing city; small 
farms arethe rule inthe country; Northern 
habits and ideas prevail to a creat extent. It 
is no wonder, therefore, that the two sections 


are atodds. The down-count eople 

allow Newcastle to name a Reatenne and if it 
had not been for the superior talents of tae 
Bay ards both Senatorships would be taken 
by the Southern end of the State. 

‘Ihe Saulsburys represent the ideas and 
character of the down-country population. 
They are products of the region, and have 
come up to prominence in a single generation. 
rhe head of the house is Willard Saulsbury, 
how a man verging on seventy. He has 
genuine inteliectual force, broad culture, is 
an excellent lawyer and has a great deal of 
political ability. For many years he served 
in the Senate, but he contracted the habit of 
drinking to such an extent that at last it ruin- 
¢d his usefuiness and caused his retirement to 
private life. People were surprised a few 
years later when his brother-in-law, Governor 
Ponder, appointed him Chancellor of the 
State, an office of great responsibility, and 
still more surprised wher they saw him 
change ‘his old babits entirely and perform 
the duties of the Chancellorship with clear- 
headed fidelity. | Hehad grown rusty in 
chancery practice during his long career in 
politics, but he studied hard and soon fitted 
himself for his duties. The lawyers say he 
makes an excellent Chancellor. He is physi- 
cally quite infirm, walking with tottering 
steps and using a pen with such difficulty that 
he writes nothing but his signature, but his 
bain is unclouded. He has two sons, one of 
whom he is carefully training for politics and 
public life. His homeisat Dover. Of pro- 
pee he is said to possess very little beside 

is homestead. 

Eli Saulsbury, the present Senator is a 
brother ofthe Chancelior, and is aman of a 
different type physically and mentally. Spare 
In person, of ascetic habits and a bachelor, 
be bas always presented a striking contrast 
tohis handsome, fuli-blooded, free-living 
brother. His talents are oniy moderate. He 
was a fairly successful country lawyer before 
he went tothe Senate, and his success in 
politics was achieved rather through the ia- 
fluence his brother had built up than bv his 
own force or skill. Heis a man of sound 
judgment, bowever, amd much tenacity of 
purpose, and will not fall through any per- 
sonal weaknesses. Thethird brother Gove, 

sually called the Doctor, was once Govern- 
or of the State, but is not reckoned as of 
much account in present or future polities. 

It the Saulsbury jiufluence is prolonged be- 
yond this generztion, the sons of Willard 
Willinherit and maintain it, and they are 
still too young so show whether they have the 
stuff of successful politicians in them. There 
isareportafioat that the old Chancellor 
wants to go backtothe Senate, and is ofa 
mind to try to shove Bayard out. But people 
who see how heavily his physical infirmities 
weigh upon bim do not believe it.* 

Delaware has but asingle member of the 
House of Representatives. The lon?liness of 
the position, one might suppose, would make 
it conspicuous. When Mr. Hayes resigaed 
his seat in the House totake the gubernatorial 
chair in Ohio, he said to a friend, ‘‘There are 
nineteen Congressmen in Onio, but only one 
Governor!’? So the Delaware Representative 
might say, ‘‘There are two Senators -from my 
State, but only onemember of the House,” 
but in point of factthe tw@ Senators crowd 
the member into insignificancs. There isn’t 
room for three great men on so small a terri- 
tory. The placeof Congressmaa is usually 
given to some third-rate politician, who holds 
it for aterm or two and then drops back into 
obscurity. As the Hon. Benjamin Biggs said 
when he left Congress, ‘‘the farmer returns 
to his furrow.’? 

Government in Delaware is based on the 
old English idea that the few should rule the 
many. The State Senate is composed of nine 
persons; the House of twenty-one. Repre- 
sentation is divided equally between the three 
counties irrespective of population. The ac- 
tive, vital, loud Damocracy ofthe New Eng- 
land town has no counterpart here. The 
counties are divided into Hundreds, a Hua- 
dred being originally a district having 100 
men capable of bearing arm:.There is intense 
State pride, but little public spirit. In fact, 
the 125,000 inhabitants of the State do not furm 
a large enough mass to develon a healthy, 
vigorous tone nthe body ‘politic.. There is 
excellent material in the population,but there 
is too little ofit. LI sometimes think ita pity 
that Simen Cameron’s plan, broached duriag 
the War, Was hot carried out. He proposed 
t» make one State out of the whole penin- 
sula. between the Delaware and Chesapeake 
Bays, another out of Maryland west of the 
Chesapeake and Virginia east of the Alleghe- 
nies, and a third out of the part of Virginia 
lving west of the mountains. The creation of 
the State of West Virginia was but alame and 
partial attempt in the direction of realizing 
his project. 


Fleuss’ Diving Helmet. 
|\Fromthe New York Tribune. J 

Some months ago considerable attention 
was excited in England by the performances 
of a young man named Fleuss, who went into 
the waters in a new diving dress and remain- 
ed there for hours without any external com- 
munication with theair. The manner of ac- 
complishing this result has been recently 
made known. It consists in purifying the air 
exhaled bythe diver andrevivifying 1t with 
oxygen, the sume air being breathed over and 
over again minus the carbonic acid and plus 
fresh oxygen at each inspiration. To this end 
a close-fitting leather sbield provided with 
only two outiet valves is held in position over 
the mouth and nostrils of the diver by elastie 
fastenings. The exhaled breath passes out 
through a flexible tube, communicating with 
a puritier which is carried in front of the 
diver and under the dress. This purifier isa 
flat metallic chamber having a perforated in- 
ner false bottom, and being divided vertically 
from the top to the false bottom into two com- 
partments. Each ofthese compartments is 
fitted with an india-rubber sponge saturated 
with a solution of caustic alkali. 

The exhalations enter at the top of one com- 
partment, pass down and out through the 
false bottom and up to the second compart- 
ment, by which time the air has been deprived 
of all its deleterious absorptions. It then enters 
the interior ofthe helmet and surrounds the 
diver’s head, where it is revivified by the ad- 
dition of oxvgen. This gas is contained ia 
the helmet itself, which is made double for 
that purpose,and consists of an inner and out- 
er casipg,so that it is somewhat larger ex- 
ternally than an ordinary diver’s helmet. The 
oxygen is stored in the helmet under a press- 
ure of about 200 pounds per square inch, and 
its admission intothe airspace is regulated 
by the diver by means of a small valve worked 
from outside the helmet. The storage space 
in the helmet is of sufficient capacity to con- 
tain four cubic feet of exygen. This supply 
will lastfour hours, the longest time a diver 
would berequired to remain under water io 
ordinary practice. In like manner the puri- 
fiers contain a sufficient quantity of the caus - 
tic alkali to serve for a simular period.

HONORING BYRON. 


A Statue to Be Erected in Piccadilly, 
London. 
|From the London World. | 
A statue in Hamilton place is the reparation 
which posterity offers Byron for the exclusion 
of his bust from Westminster Abbey. Inone 
sense the site is eminently appropriate. Phe 
spot row selected is understood to have been 
that which the Prime Minister indicated to 
the Queen as the most suitable for the pur- 
pose; its suitability will not be diminished 
because its immediate neighborhood contains 
certain memorials of contrast, and even of an- 
tagonism, to the genius of Byron. Apsley 
House and the statue of Achilies are nota 
stone-throw otf, while even the refentless ani- 
mosity with which the poet attacked the great 
captain of his day might be sutliciently grati- 
fied by the hideous efligy of the Duke of Wel- 
lington on horseback at Hyde Park corner. 
Most of what'may be called Byron’s London 
lies within a narrow radius of the place where 
his statue will stand. Inthe days when he 
was new to authorship and fame he would 
Ikcok m at Mr. Murray’s shop, then 
in Fleet . street, and, fresh from 
his fencing lessons at Apngelo’s, 
or his pugilistic bouts with Jackson, 
would playfully lunge with his cane at what 
he called the **spruce books’’ of the publish- 
eras they lay on their shelves. As a boy, 
when the Thames was stili a tolerably limpid 
stream, he had swum from Lambeth, past 
Westminster and SBlackfriars, to London 
Bridge; and again, earlier yet, as a mere child, 
had wandered in Dulwich wood, then a great 
resort of gypsies, “holding converse,’ as he 
has said himself, with motley groups of the 
vagabond classes. Butthe social aspects of 
London which Byron knew and enjoyed in 
his manhood were those of that quarter of the 
town which is bounded by Charing Cross on 
theeastand Hide Park corner on the west. 
He lived some time at No. 8 St. James’ street, 
in the house which now has as its occupant 
Mr. Abraham Hayward, the most graphic 
social chronicler of that time in which Byron’s 
hot was cast. Before this his favorite hotel 
was Durant’s. When Sir Walter Scott came 
to London Byron invited him to dinner at 
Long’s; and for many years Stephen’s in 
Bond street was one of his regular haunts. 
For Byron, during the time he was in Lon- 
don, was above ajl things a man about town. 
He was famous, andhe was therefore a fiz- 
ure in literary as well as in general society. 
As he has written of himself, ‘*I liked the 
dandies, and though I gave up the business 
early, I had always a tinge of dandyism about 
me. Iknew them (the dandies) all, more or 
less ; and they made me a member of Wa- 
tier’s, being, I take it, the only literary man, 
except two others, both men ofthe world, 
Moore and Spenser, init.” In addition to 
Watier’s, Byron belonged to the Afred— 
which only became extinct some five-and- 
twenty years ago—to the Cocoa Tree, to the 
Union, to the Owls, a society, nominally at 
least, revived within the memory of the pres- 
ent generation—to the Harrow Ciub, and to 
several smaller institutions. Of the Alfred 
he has told us characteristically that ‘‘it was 
leasant, a little too sober and literary, and 
ored with Sothebv and Sir Francis D’Iver- 
nois; but one met Peel and Ward and Valen- 
tia, and many other pleasant or known people; 
and it was upon the whole a decent resource 
on a rainy day,on a deartn of parties or Par- 
liament, or in an empty season.”? 
Witain ten minutes’ walk of Hamilton place 
was the shooting gallery, Manton’s in Davies 
street, which he used to frequent during the 
‘*vear of revelry,’? 1814, backing himself to 
hit a wafer against such experts with the pis- 
tolas Lords Yarmouth, Pollington, Mount- 
joy, Wallscourt, Biandford, Captain Burgess 
and ‘‘Jack’’ Bouverie. Allusions to these 
achievements abound in the poet’s diary, and 
may be found both in “Uhilde Harola’’ and 
“Don Juan.’’ Like other gentlemen of fash- 
ion of the period, Byron was regularly to be 
met with in Hyde Park, ‘‘where the fashion- 
able fair can forma slight acquaintance with 
the air.’’ Between the Hyde Park that By- 
ron sung and the Hyde Park that at the pres- 
ent moment, with a genera! election being 
held throughout the United Kingdom, stands 
desolate and forlorn, there is scarcely any re- 
semblance. The entire landscape is changed; 
the transcendent bucks, the appalling exquis- 
ites, the men who did nothing but lounge lan- 
guidly through life, have disappeared. Gone, 
too, is that spirit of exclusiveness which then 
dominated fine society, and which, in virtue 
of an unwritten but well-understood law, 
banished the multitude and even the well-to- 
do middle classes from the Row and the 
Lady’s Mile. 


Jules Verne’s Success. 
[From the New York Times. ] 

Jules Verne, the novelist, who has made 
money and renown by publishing what may 
be styled scientific-imainative stories, becan 

ractical life after going from Nantes, his 
birth-place, to study law in Paris, by writ- 
ing for the stage. At twenty-two he produce 
ed a versified comedy in one act atthe Vaude- 
ville, and its success was so immediate and 
decided that he gained the good will of sundry 
dramatic authors. He wrote, in conjunction 
with others, several libretti of comic operas, 
and one or two comedies; but as he seemed 
to have little prospect of Ss him- 
selfas a dramatist, he struck out, fifteen 

ears ago, a new path, publishing in a popu- 
ar weekly atale entitled **Five Weeks ina 
Balloon; a Voyage of WViscovery.’’ Put be- 
tween covers, the seientificand geopraphical 
romance drew very wide attention, especial- 
ly of the yourg, and indicated his best line of 
labor. Accurate observation, descriptive tal- 
ent, strict logicalpess, Gramatic narrative, 
rendered it very interesting, and the new or- 
der of literature commended it to the public. 
Since then he has steadily worked ia the same 
field, rendering science amusing, and simu- 
lated experience romantic.. He has publish- 
ed more thana dozen of these stories, the 
most famous of them, four or five years since, 
“A Voyage Around the World in Eighty 
Days.’’ This, in connection with Dennery, 
the noted piay-wright, he put upon the stage, 
and it bad a verylong run. He has made 
about $250,000, is in good health, contented, 
diligent, and fifty-one years old. 


A Successful French Author. 
{from the Parisian.) 


Adolphe Belot, the author of the new piece 
at the Porte Saint-Martin, ‘‘Les Etrangleurs 
de Paris,’’ is a restless creature. He was ed- 
ucated at the College of Sainte- Barve, became 
an sdvocate and intended to plead, but his 
first case disgusted him, and he went off to 
Brazil in mid-winter in a sailing ship from 
Havre. He arrived after an adventurous 

ssage, and visited a part of South America. 
When he returned to Paris he did not know 
what to do, so he wrote a book called “Chati- 
ment.’’ He published it at his own expense, 
but it did not sell. Belot then started for the 
United States, again on a sailing ship. He 
abominates ey because on boarda 
steamsbip there is littie chance of anything 
upforesech happening. From New York he 


a 


went to New Orleans. up the Mississippi, vis- 
ited California and Noumea, and returned to 
Paris, where he found to his surprise 
thanks to a corfusion of the title with that 
Victor Hugo’s ‘‘Chatiments,” all the copies of 
his book had been sold. Encouraged by this 
success be proceeded to write novels and 
plays, “The Drame dela Rue de la Paix,’? 
“L’Article 47,’? “Le Testament de Cesar 
Girodot,’’ ‘‘Miss Multon,’? ‘‘La Femme de 
Feu,” “La Femme de Glace,’’ “The Sultane 
Parisienne,’’ and “*The Venus Noire.’’? Sev- 
eral of these novels haye had great success, 
and reached a jarge number of editions; most 
of his pieces have had 100 and 200 representa- 
tions, and one of them, **The Testament de 
Cesar Girodot,’’ has been played 600 times, 
and now forms partof the repertory of the 
Theatre Francais. Belot is always travéling 
about; when you think he is at Paris he is at 
Tunis, or London, or Monte Carlo, unless he 
be simply at Maisons-Laflitte. In his novels 
Belot issincere. HBven in the one which ere- 
ated a scandal he thought that he was doing 
a right thing in displaying a social corruption 
and warning honest folks. As we haveal- 
ready said, Belotis a successful writer, but 
he is not an artist. He is a kind of Wilkie 
Collins, a la mode Francaise.

* Louis. 


The Success of Similar Institutions 
in Other Cities.

Necessity of @ne Where Mining Stocks 
are Extensively Dealt In. 


A movement is on foot for the organization 
in St. Louis of a mining and local stock ex- 
change, and it is now almost certain toat the 
effort will be successful. It has been felt for 
some time that such an institution ought to 
exist here owing tothe great and growing ten- 
dency of people to invest in mining stocks, 
There are flourishing mining exchanves in San 
Francisco, New York, Boston, Philadelphia 
and Chicego. Why should there not be one 
in St. Louis? The matter has often been dis- 
cussed by leading business men here, and the 
jwportance and necessity of an institution of 
the kind is generally admitted. The stock of 
so mapy mining companies has been put on 
the market, and so much of it is utterly 
worthless, that wise and considerate men see 
the necessity Of having some recognized au- 
thority to decide what is good and whatis bad. 
There is to-day a VastBamount of non-assessa- 
ble and assessable mining stock held in St. 
Louis thatis not worth the paper the certif- 
cates a2re printed upon. it is hawked about 
at $3, $4 or35 asnare when the par value is 
perhaps $100 ashare. Fine stories are told of 
rich prospects, of the erection of vast ma- 
ehinery, of immense veins af ore, of endless 
Jjeads and of fabulous profits that may be 
realized fora few dollars. The unswarv and 
even the reasonably intelligent often bite at 
these baity, and especialiy are they in- 
clined to do so When it is a recognized 
fact that there really are being made Vast for- 
tunes in the legitimate mining stocks. Tne 
time has comé wher all] the r ch 
GOLD AND SILVER MINES OF THE COUNTRY 
are controlled by companies tnat have vast 
capital, and the provabiities are that there 1s 
to be a much more wide-spread dealing ia the 
stocks ofthe-e@ corspanies and ia those yet to 

be organized than there bas vet been. It 


is believed that the gold and _ sil- 
ver deposits of that immense region 


lsving between the Mis-issippi Rover and the 
Pacific Ocean and the Gulf of Mexico and the 
British possessions have only begun tobe 
developed. It is more than probable thit 
other Leedviiles rernaain to be discovered. It 
will probably be interesting as showing the 
profiabableness of miuing stock to eall atten 
lion to the dividends paid by a number of 
companies. The Bodie Mining Compiuny, 
of California, has paid outto steckholders 
$1,775,000; the CaliforniaG. and 8. Co., «of 
Nevada, $51,660,000; the Consolidated Vir- 
ginia, $42,590,000; the Chresolite Silver Min- 
ing Company, $1,540.000; Climax Mining Com- 
pany, of Leadville, $1,000,000; Standard Min- 
ing Company, California, $1.975,000; Idaho 
Gold Mining Company, $2,796,000. The stock 
of all these companies Was purchased origin- 
ally at a small sum,and the present hoiders are 
generaliy rich men: Toere are at present 
avout seventy dividend-paying mining eow- 
panies. The amount of shares in these runs 
from 1,260 shares up to 600.000 and the par 
value trom $1 to #100. This stock is now 
selling all the wav from 1-4 to 30. 
THE PURPOSE 
of a mining excuange is to protect those who 
deal in mining stocks against frauds and 
swindles. Such an institution was long 
ago found necessary in San Francisco, where 
mining speculation has reached a higher piteh 
than anywhere else in the world. It was found 
necessary in New York, where great beneatits 
bave been derived from it, and the Exchange 
in Chicago has been equaily satisfactory in its 
operations. In fact, an exchange with rules 
and-regulations is just us needful in deating in 
mining stocks as itis in dealing in corn, wheat 
and flour. 
THE CHICAGO MINING BOARD 

was incorperated bv some of the best business 
men inthecity. ‘The present directors are 
Jacob Rosenberg, D. A. Kobn, S. H. McRea, 
J. N. Stiles, John Williams. E. Von Jeinsen, 
Geo. A. Ives, L. C. Huck, Harmon Spruance, 
Chas. 8. Crane, Jesse Spalding, J. W. Pres- 


ton, Wm. Tenn Nixon, F. 8S. Morse and A. 
A. Munger. Jesse Spalding, a_ busi- 
ness man well known all over 


the United States, is the president, and Wm. 
Penn Nixon,the publisher of the Inter-Ocean, 
is the secretary. There can de no question as 
to the respectability of these gentlemen. 
They say their Mining Board is a good thing, 
and that it has done much for the prosperity 
and business enterprise of Chicago. 
There are only about 50 members, though 
it is expected to soon enlarge the membership 
to about two bundred. 

In organizing

itis proposed to have fifteen incorporatows, 
and that thev be taken from men of unim- 
peachable standing. Itis supposed that the 
names of these’ gentlemen will be 
announced in aie few days. These 
incorporators will proceed to pay in so much 
capital stock and then secure an eligible 
room for the exchange. This will probably 
be in the Merchants’ Exchange building. 
There will be an Examining or Executive 
Board, which must approve all stock that is 
put on the boards oftne exchange. In this 
way the “‘wildcat’’ stocks could be kept out, 
and those who make purchases will have 
some means by which they will know what 
they are doing. It is eproced, also, that 
Jocal-stocks ofall kinds shall be admitted to 
this exchange, so that there may be more sys- 
tem about the way they are bought and sold. 

Itis understood that the only opposition 
to a mining and local Stock Exchangein St. 
Louis will come ‘from the brokers. They 
foucbt the same thing when it was first start- 
ed in Chicago, but now they are asking that 
they be represented in the board of directors 
and otherwise recognized as active patrons 
and friends. The same would no doubt be 
the case in St. Louis. 


Opium and the Smoker. 
|} From the Boston Herald. ] 


The history of the poppy-plant and of the 
drug produced front it isnotvery particular- 
ly known; but it is generally understood that 
the plant is not a native of tropical countries, 
though it has been successfully reared in some 
ofthem. The fgct is that itis now cultivated 
in ail climates. The oldest netices of opium 
are to be found inthe medical works of the 
Greeks. Its use was also known to the ancient 
Egvptians. It appears,says Shoshee Chunder 
Dutt, that the opinions adverse to the use of 
opium are exceedingly well grounded. The 
victim of oprum is its slave. The immediate 
visible effects of it on the system when taken 
are that it increases the fullness ana force of 
the pulse, ausments the heat of the body, and 
invigorates both the corporeal and mental 
functions for the time, exhilarating even to 
intoxication: but this exhilaration is always 
followed by lassitude and sleep. Large doses 
cali up frightful dreams and fears, and resuit 
eventually in emaciation. loss of glean 
ness and drowsiness; while eontinued use, 
which introduces the consumer into a world 
of dreams, and Juils pain, misery, and even 
utter desolation for the time, also inevitably 
leads him toawful consequences—-to convul- 
sions, apoplexy and death. But even where 
the consumer does not hazard to this excent, 
the strength is often undermined, and a babit 
formed which can never be thrown off. The 
alcoho! drinker can do. without his dose at 
the @sual bour. If the opium smoker does 
not get bis pipe at the accustomed time, his 
limbs become debilitated, a discharge of 
rheum comes from his eyes and nose, and he 
is unequal to any exertion till the drug re- 
vives bim. A more belpless creature than the 
opium smoker without his whiff can not, in 
fac’, le imagined. Ifthe drugis nz with- 
held, ihe consequences are invariabiy fatal, 


So long as opium is smoked in moderation the 


¢«ffects may not be remarkable; but those who | 
have inspected the opium dens are almost 
unanimous in opinion that, although more 
quiet prevails in them than in a London gin- 
palace, the groveling sensualist is greatly 
more painful to look at than the violent 
drunkard. Being more seductive and more 
tenacious than spirits, the effects of opium in 
the long run are necessarily more dangerous.

The New Phonetic Rage—April Maga- 
zines—Gail Hamilton’s New Book. - 
Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 
Boston, April 12, 1880.—This is to bea 
literary letter. But don’t skip it onthat ac- 
count, for if you love novelties—and I know 
you do, everybody does these days—you snall 
read herein of some which quite surpass the 
new stylesin bonnets, which are only eld 
styles made over, after all. Not that I havea 
thing to tell you, either, which is absolutely 
new, but it seems novel enough to look at the 
huge Webster here at my elbow and be able 


to moralize after this fashion: 

**You are gone by, unabridved; you are out 
of the fashion; you are nota year old yet; vou 
big new edition, with your wordy supple- 
ment, but you were born too late; you beiong 
to the first century of American Inde- 


pendence, and not to this astonish- 
ing new century that is making such 
wondertul strides into the regions of 


the hitherto impossible and unknown. You 
will serve admirably, to be sure, as a general 
encyclopedia of knowledge, but as a guide to 


| speliing, you are—do you understand slang, 


dignifiea Cambridge‘—you are played out. 
Weare not going to waste our precious time 
and our children’s in learning you by heart. 
We are going tospell phoneiically—no, I mean 
fonetically.’’ 

Aud it came to me in this wise. (Of courze it 
isn’t new when 40U papers in the United States 
bave adopted it, the New York Home Journal 
and the Chicago Tribune among the number, 
but it never cume quite home to me before.) 
A letter came to me froma friend who is al- 
ways studying how best to put smultum in 
parco. At was written and the envelope was 
addressed by the type-printing machine, 
which Oliver Optie writes all his books 
with—fingering away at the keys as 
if he were practicing five finzer exercise on 
au voiceless piano. (Don’ti wish that piano 
next door, rightover against my desk, that 
they piay the dreadful **furkish March” on, 
were the sume kind!) 

The letter was queeriv spelled, but 1 laid 
much of it to inexperience With the new ma- 
chine. [supposed the l’s were short. and se 
he couldn’t spare but one each to such 
words us *‘well,’’ *‘shall,?’ etc. But whea I 
came to the signature, I started in blank 
amaze. ‘*Wilyum Stasi,” with a postscript— 
men /o write postscripts—“l’ve adopted the 
fonetic speling of my name; my lawver says 
it’s all right: so you wil knuw William Stacey 
no more. Yours as usual, WILL.” 

Audin the left hand upper corner of the 
letrer was pasteda tiny slip of paper, on 
which was printed the following legend: 

‘*The English spelling is the worst in the 
world. Millions of years are wasted by each 
generation intrying tolearnit. Millions of 
dollars are wasted each vear in printing and 
writing silent letters. The American Philo- 
logical Association and the leading scholars of 
the world recommend the following rules for 
new spellings: 

‘1. Omit a from the digraf ea when pro- 
nounst as e short, as in hed, helth, ete. 

“9, Omit silent e afier a short vowel, as in 
hav, giv, liv, definit, forbad, ete. 

“3. Write for ph in such words as alfabet, 
fantom, camfor, filosophy, telegraf, etc. 

“4, When a wordends with a double letter 
omit the last, as in shal, wil, ciif, eg, ete. 

“5. Change ed finalto? where it has the 
sound of ¢, us In lasht, imprest, fixt, ete. 

‘*For further information of the reform, 
and its recent rapid progress, address Mel- 
vil Dui, Secretary Speliing Reform Associa- 
tion, Boston.” 

So I addressed Mr. Dui, and reecived in re- 
ply an envelope full of printed reports, items, 
criticisms, editorials, etc., with a copy of the 
‘*Fonetic Techer,’?’ which is published month- 
ly in St. Louis, and in which the system of 
foneticism is represented. You really have no 
idea—at least I’m sure L hadn’t—how this re- 
form has spread in the four short vears. since 
it originated. It is purely a reform—a mis- 
‘ienary work—nobody makes any money by 
it, that I can learn. Itis certainly a splendid 
thing. Thereis but one objection to it that | 
can see. What will our ecvuntry cousins clo, 
with their long winter evenings, when the 
spelling schoo] becomes ‘‘lost to view, thouga 
to memory deur?’? Is there not some danver 
that it may put an end to marrving in the 
rural districts’ It is well to look sharp after 
these reforms, vou know. But this one 
is coming, Without doubt, I only wish it had 
come a dozen or two years earlier, that [ 
might have been saved those many tears and 
those fearful-columns of words in Adams’. I 
believe it was Adams’. 
possibly forgetit. - 

But I have something else to tell of—not 
new either, vut mine isa new one, and I am 
as delighted with itas any child witha new 
to}—as pleased as I was with my first sewing- 
machine. It is a stvlogratic pen—mind the 
phonetic spelling again—one of the real, bona 
fide, patented cross pens,and not any half- 
witted imitation. It carries ink enough for 
—Il’ve forgotten how many thousand words— 
and it has a gold tip, and Icantake my lee- 
ture notes and fashion notes, write my postal 


cards and indorse my  checks—if I 
ever get anv more— without having 
an ink boitle dang ing at my 


apron-string, and without carrying on my 
thimble finger the badge of the literary 
woman—a dab of ink stained into my fiager- 
nail. And now IJcan write#**in my lap’? 
again, as I used to do before editors and typos 
quarreled with my blurred pencil *‘copy,” 
and reduced me to the pen and inkstand and 
desk discipline. And the ink runs so soft and 
easy, and regular, and no pencil sharpening 
to stop for justas I get ‘‘an idea,” and no 
blots when I get ina hurry, and— well, it’s 
the stylish thing to have, and there’s ever so 
much in that, you know. 

But I must - a word of the new publiea- 
tions before closing this literary letter. From 
Lee & Shepard comes a volume which wil! be 
well received by all classes of readers and 
students. Everybody wants to read Virgil, 
but not everybody can or will read it in the 
original, or in the versified translations. 
But translated into purest, simplest English 
prose, as it was done by Prof.John Covington, 
of Oxford University, it is a very valuable 
work, and a great addition is his interesting 
essay on the Englisn translators of Virgil, 
which prefaces his owntranslation. The 
work is carefully edited by John Addington 
Symonds, late Fellow of Magdalen College, 
Oxford, and, being issued in an attractive 
form by the publishers. it is altogether a most 
desirable work. 

Perhaps you have seen Gail Hamilton’s lat- 
est, for Estes & Lauriat published it two or 
three weeks ago, and now the second edition 
is Out. Itis **Our Common School System’’ 
which this double-edged writer cuts into now, 
and every thrust tells as only she can make 
them. The dozea Or more. essays which 
make up the volumg are fully equalinstyle and 
pithtothe best wMen Gail ever wrote, and 
Will delight her friends as much as they 
will irritate her enemies—and the ene- 
mies of the common scaool system. From the 
sume house comes ‘*Monsieur Lecoqg’’—from 
the Freneh of that intensely fascinating 
novelist, Kmil Gaborian. It’s a book one 
Will sit up all night to read. 

The April magazines are quite up to the 
mark—The Atiantic giving the first chapters 
of anew story, ‘*The Stillwater Tragedy,’”’ 
by T. Baldrich, and the Wide-Awake full of 
sense and nonsense for the little ones. The 
Musical Herald improves with every number 
60 noticeahly that its subscribers are congrat- 
ulating themselves on getting more than 
they bargaived for, and new names are pour- 
ing into this three-months-old journal of 

music every day. 

The Tourjee Tourist is a new monthly pub- 
lieation, of which the April number is the 
first, and which, although, of course, largely 
devoted tu the interests of the European and 
Eastern tours, of which I bave before writ- 
tep yeu, Isa spicy and well-written sheet 
and contains much valuable information. If |

CURATIVE POISONS. 


IsModern Medicine a Science or Other- 
wise? ! 
St. Louis, April 16, 1889. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Uti viris, ibivirtus—the strongest poisons 
are our best medicines. Whatever difference 
of opinion there may be, theoretically con- 
sidered, in the various schools of drugopa- 
thy, these latter are practically a unit onthe 
following points: 1. That a mecicine to be 
of valug is essentially a poison. 2. That the 
stronger the poison the better the medicine. 
Witness the statement of Dr. Alonzo Clark, 
that ‘*All of our curative agents are polson- 
ous;’? and he adds that, ‘‘as a consequence, 
every dose diminishes the pationt’s vital- 
ity.’? 

There is scarcely a known poison on the 
face of the earth, mimeral er vegetable, or 
even animal, that has not been used asa 
medicine. Acids, alkalies, salts, oxides, 
eartbs, roots, barks, seeds, leaves, 
flowers, gums, resins, secretions, excre- 
tions, everything, even to the dried 
flesh of vipers or the veins of rattle-snakes 
and spiders, down to actual excreta, has been 
employed. Drs. Wood and Bache (United 
States Dispensatory) mention certain *‘secre- 
tions which form inthe stomach and ites- 
tines of animals’? that have been used as 
medicine. % 

So much for the quality, variety and purity 
of the so-called curative azeuts. Ino certain 
of the schools of medicine, a most singular 
theory is advanced in regard to poisons used 
medicinally, viz.: Thatif it (the poison) is 
sufficiently reduced in quantity, it ceases to 
bea poison. ‘Phis is indeed a distinction 
without adifference. In ethics, we deem the 
man who steals ten cents from bis employers’ 
till as veritable a thief ashe whotakes ten 
thousand dollars—the only difference? being, 
‘that in the latter case the act is considered, if 
anytbing, atrifie more ‘*respectable!” Veri- 
Ir, ‘*we do not reason on medicime as we do 
on other subjects. ”’ 

Nor do the people stop ,to think of the 


number of Gesdiy drugs that are taken 
into the stomach during a single 
brief illness. la the Practice of 


Medicine, by George Ib. Wood, M. D., there 
are epumerated some eicity different reme- 
dies for dysentery. Among these remedies are 
the following poisons: Tartar emetic, calomel, 
opium, creosote, white vitriol, blue vitriol, 
nitric acid, copaiba, oi! of turpentine, nux 
vomica, infusion of tobacco, chlorofora, blis- 
ters, Sulphate of zinc, Jaudanum, nitrate of 
silver. iodine, iodice of potassium, Valarian, 
and strycbnine. Surely, in this case, the 
‘‘enevifics’? are decidedly numerous, It is 
nothing uncommon, however, to see fifteen or 
twenty different drugs prescribed (ang taken) 
inasipngie diseasc. Norisit at all unusual 
for a patient to swallow medicine that would 
not only burn holes ia cotton or linen fabrics, 
but that destroy the very enamel of one’s 
teeth. What then must be their effects upon 
the mucous surfaces of the alimentary canal, 
orupon the blood and other organic fluids 
into which these poisons are poured? 


In tracipg the history of medical 
science, so-ealled, some curious fea- 
tures resent themselves. lu the 
first. place it will be seen that 


the practice of medicine, like ‘the fashions,” 
is continually changing. It will also be ob- 
served that certain things (the same as the 
fashions) which were in vogue years ago are 
again introduced, and for the time being are 
t-oji the rage.’’ For example, just now it is 
‘*the style’? toemploy stimulants largely—a 
practice which had its originin what was 
knownasthe Brunonian system of medicine. 
‘Tbe author of this system, John Brown, M. 
D., was a scottish physician who lived in the 
latter part of the last century; he held that 
life was a “forced state,”’ and that ail that was 
needed in diseased conditions wus to reduce 
or stimulate, according as there was too much 
or too little **exciiabi:ity” in the bodv. Alvohol 
abd opium were his ‘‘specifics,’? thougn 
opium bad been in use long before. 

Bieeding,which has been practiced more or 
less for more than three centuries, is just now 
somewhat “out of fashion.”? In certain cases 
however, it is still adnered to, asthe sine 
cua hen in medical practice. Professor 
Puyne says (Medical and Physiologi- 
cal Commentaries): “eT ¢? (biood-let- 
ting) ‘‘is as ever the anchor 
of hope in inflammatious and congestive 
fevers’ Per contra, we have Professor Lob- 
stein (allopatbic), whosays: ‘*It isa cruel 
practice; a scourgeto humanitv. He who 
takes blood from the patient takes away not 
only an organ of life, but a part of life itseif.”’ 
And Professor Mackintosh (allopathic) says 
that “no physician, however wise and expe- 
rienced, can tell what quantity of blood ought 
to be taken in any given case.’ Here, then, 
arethree physicians of the sameschool (and 
the number might be many times multiplied), 
one declaring that blood-letting isthe ‘‘an- 
chor of hope,” etc., another condemning it as 
a ‘‘scourge,’’ anda third aflirming that no 
one, however experienced, can practice it 
properly. “Inthe muititude of counsel there 
is’ °—gieat diversity of opinion. 

To make short ofalong story, there is a 
certain routine in the practice of medicine ia 
which its very anchors (be they mercury, Opi- 
um, alcohol, bleeding or blistering) have to be 
dispensed with for a time, either wholly 
or in part, until their ‘‘cruel’’ effects are ina 
measure forgotten. Afrer a generation ortwo 
has paseed away these same ‘‘anchors’? can, 
like the fasbion plates, be again brought out 
and “have theirrun.” In the mean time ail 
mannner of **new things”? in the way of no- 
tions are introduced, and the dear people are 
again humbugeed fur the thousandth time. 
oe ever empiricism more thoroughly prac- 

ced: 


Another striking feature in the history of’ 


the so-called bealing art, or rather in pathol- 
oxy, is the fact that diseases are constantly 
changing their type. Even plain ‘chills and fe- 
ver” is no longer the simple disease that it was 
thirty vears ago; the “symptoms” are “chang- 
ing.’? But no manner of hint is give as to 
the causeof these changes; not a word about 
the hundreds of poisons that are swallowed 
vear after year, each of which (if we are to 

elieve the teachings of orthodoxy) may pro- 
duce a new disease, or add a new symp- 


tom in the old one. Nor do. the 
people themselves real ze that they 
are generating in their own bod- 


ies ahost of drug diseases, quite unlike the 
old ‘‘ailments’”’ that came from simple causes. 
John Abernathy, M. D., ‘*The Good,” of 
London, says: “*There has been a great in- 
crease of medical men of late, but upon my 
life, diseases have increased in proportion.” 
It bas been said that any young physician 
going into a country village can in six months 
jay the foundation of a practice that will! last 
him for years. In other words, that the drug 
remedies administered in that time in acute 
and other diseases will create chronic difticul- 
ties enough to keep him busy the balance of 
hie life. Dr. Alexander H. Stevens says: 
* Young physiciaus are a most hopeful class of 
the community. They are sure of success. 
They stast out in life with twenty r.medies 
for every disease, and after an experience of 
thirty years or less, they find twenty diseases 
tor every remedy.’’ And Professor H. G. 
Cox. M.D... of the New York Medical Col- 
lege, says: “The fewer remedies you employ 
in any disease the better for your patients.’’ 
Is it not about time tbat the bedrugged peo- 
ple took their physical welfare somewhat in- 
totheirown hands, or thatthey demandsd 
something more of the physician than this 
continual **dosing’’’ How long do they pro- 
ose to make of their stomachs mere cruci- 
les for the reception of drug poisons. to 
create new diseases, the name of which is le- 
gion; to destroy the functional action of the 
lives with **cholagogues’’; to eat up the coats 
ofthe stomach witn alkalies; to injure the 
alimentary caval with mercury and other 
drastic purgatives; to poison the biood with 
chloral and morphine; to paratyze the action 
of the bowels with opium and laudanum; to 
burn out the throat with caustics; to enfeeble 
the skin with blisters und leeches: to dull or 
destroy the hearing with quinine; to shatter 
the whole nervous system, and render them- 
selves invalids for life? This too from the ex- 
ponents of a ‘*medical science’’ which has 
‘“peither phi'osophy nor common sense to 
commend it to confidence.’’ A  ‘*‘science’’ 
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which cannot define the true tees | 
of disease; which -confesses itself 
wholly ignorant of the nature 


of the action of its remedies; which acknow!l- 
¢«dges that these remedies kill more than they 
cure, and that ‘*nine times out of ten’’ they 
(the remedies) ‘tare absolutely injurious to 
the patient.”’ Can we not divine areason why 
certain of its practitioners stand on their “‘pro- 
fessional a aah and refuse to teach the 
people? Why tbey write their books in 
*‘learned bombast’? that the masses cannot 
comprehend? Why they givetheir prescriptions 
in Latin abbreviations and entgmatical char- 
acters which none but the druggist can de- 
cipher? Inthe name of reason, what right 
has the pbysician to-address his patient in lan- 
guages that he cannot understand? 

It is, indeed, high time that the people 
demanded something intelligible and rational 
in the healing art—something that can cure 
without sapping the fountains of life. Those 
that oughtto have been instructors of the 
people inthe laws of life and health have 
amused themselves in inventing and propa- 
gating certain abatract theories that are of 
no practical utiity whatever. Whether 
similia similibus curantur (like cures like), 
or contraria contrartis curantur (opposites 
cure upposites) is of no sort of consequence to 
the patient; for, on either supposition, he cin 
only be cured (drugopathically) by the pro- 
duction of another disorder—uniless, indeed, 
as John Forbes, M. D., says, he is cured **in 
spite of’? the medicines. 

I have just read an exzellent work on 
“Typhoid Fever; its Nature, Mode ef Spread- 
ing and Prevention,’’ written by William 
Budd, M. V., an English author, and it was 
refresning to note tuat throughout the entire 
voluine there were not a dozen words that the 
ordinary Euglish scholar cou'd not perfectly 
understand. No obscure technicalities, no 
**stilted’’ rhetoric, but the pisinest common 
sense, inthe simplest Saxon, was on every 
page. Nor was there any diluting or spinning 
out to make a lengiby voiume out of rather 
meager material. What a contrast to some 


of our American authers, who are 
£0 verbose, so general in state- 
nent, that there is nosuch thing as *‘com- 
ingtothe point.” A ‘‘big book’’ may be 


written, but too often there are very few ideas 
in it: too much verbosity and egotism: the 
object (appaiently) Deing to conceal ignor- 
ance, rather than to elucidatethe sudjecs in 
hand. but enough. 

Let us turn trom this dreary retrospect of 
“facts” without analozv, and  ‘‘*science” 
witheut philosophy, to the inore profitable 
inguiry,whether iu the nature of thinzgs,man- 
kind Can not bave a true healink ari, the 
principles ofwhich are in harmony with 
known physiological! law.

-a)] on the morrow Ralph was nowhere to be 
found; nor has any clue to his death yet come 
to light. It was his boast that he had made 
the tour of Europeon $15lin greenbacks. 
Hie was a laughing philosopher, who, even on 
this pittance, must have carried sunshine 
wherever he went. Itis said of him that, 
having submitted a play to Henry J. Byron. 
in London, his chief anxiety wasto know 
what manier of bat to select and carry in nis 
hand when responding to the enthusiastic call 
for the author at the close of each ac:— 
whether a soft hat, crushed carelessly in the 
hand, or an opera hat, flattened under the el- 
bow, or a tile, such as is worn by the British- 
er from his youth up. He consulted bis 
friends with an earnestness that was deeply 
impressive—but the play was declined!

The famous English tenor, Sims Reeves, 
contemplates yetiring from his profession. 
As he must be nearly sixty years old, and is 
very rich, the wisdom of such a course seems 
undeniable, theugh he 1s stil] without a rival 
In Oratorio singing. About fifteen years ago 
his voice deteriorated considerably, but soon 
regained is power. It is an open secret 
amongst the professionthat he is obliged 
to have ali his songs transposed a couple of 
tones lower than he used to sing them. 

Sims Reeves was, curiOusly enough, both 
idolized and hated by the English public. 
To acceunt for this it must be bourne ina 
minn that he never could be depended on to 
fultill bis engagements. This gave a start to 
ull sorts of stories about his being a contirm- 
ed drunkard. They were utterly untrue, as 
the fact that he has retained his voice to his 
present age conclusively proves. The truth 
is that his throat was always most delicate: a 
simple journey by rail was often sufficient to 
make him “tas hoarse as a crow.’’ In the 
beight of summer he did not dare to walk 
across Hyde Park without as many wraps 
around his neck as an ordinary man would 
wear with the thermometer below zero. 

Reeves was a native of Woolwich, and asa 
boy attracted the attention of the officers of 
the garrison by his musicaitalent. He began 
his career as a baritone, and the real register 
of his voice was not discover@d for some time. 
Even in those early days his throat was most 
susceptible to cold and iatigue, and after anv 
severe exertion he was liable to spit blood. 
Much of his subsequent success was due to 
the care taken of him by his wife, who sacri- 
ficed her own musical career for thesake of 
looking afterthat of her husband. She took 
as much care of bim as a trainer does of the 
favorite for the Derby, and during years and 
years waited for him behind the scenes with 

eeftea, gargles and other reswratives. The 
report about Reeves’ habits of intoxication 
arose from his fondness for beeftea. He was 
accustomed to carry about with him a pocket 
flask of that nutritious but insipid beverave, 
and persons seeing him constantly interview- 
ing the little bottle jumped at the conclusion 
that it contained braudy.

Does Neatness on the Farm Pay? 


Judging from the total absence of anything 
like neatness or order on very many farms, 
and the slack and slqyenly methods of doing 
work on a multitude Bf other farms, it isa 
reasonable inference that the farmers on them 
think neatness and order do not pay. We 
have even heard slack-twisted, slovenly man- 
agers aflirm that neatness does not Pay. ad |? 
costs too much to keep things picke up and 
snug,” saysone. Another chimes in, “Yes, 
it would take one man all the time to clean up 
if we would follow your advic».” 

We know betterthanthat. Oa the other 
hand the introduction of good order anda 
thorough love of neatness in every part of the 
farm is the-first step towards a great saving of 
labor snd will secure increase of produce and 
diminution of expenses from breakage, losing 
of tools, and time spent in hunting for that 
which has been mislaid. Thorough neatness 
and orderly methods go together. One can’t 
exist without the other. 

The difficulty in trying to reform inveterate 
slovens is, that they are so disorderly in their 
methods of thought as well as work that they 
can’t take time tu arrange a plan er systemize 
their work. To them, sufficient unto the day 
is the evil thereof, attack it as one may. They 
generally take hold of things ut tne wrong 
end, and drop them in the wrong place. [a- 
stead of having wood piled up 80 as to be easy 
of access when needed for the fire, it is tum- 
bled into a heap outside, another pile inthe 
passage-wsy, and the whole arranzement in 
and around the wood-house or near the kitch- 
en dooris sucha confusion thst one cau not 
select the wood needed for the various fires 
without clambering over the various piles, en- 
dangering life and limb. 

In and abeut the barn we see corn, fodder, 
oatsand hay, all tumbled together, so that 
when one would feed oats, he must clamber 
over the focder and claw among the hay, 
damaging both, and wasting time and labor, 
bringing to the stock an interior lot of fecd. 
Gotothe corn-ecrib of such @ man, and vou 
will find a disgusting muss oi shattered corn, 
silks, husks, cobs, and the men tramping over 
it to bunt corn fit for a horse. How such men 
can see profit in such mapagement p.isseth 
understanaing. Ali the grain, aay, corn, oats, 
potatoes, apples or roo.s s.oPed by such a 
man go into the barn or cellac or pit in « 
burry and in poor cundition. Uf these doa’t 
mouid or freeze, or rot, it is good luck and 
not good manugement. ‘This ciass of man- 
agers Cannot find time to arrange tne bara, 
tighten up the siding and see that the roof is 
sound, and that: the crib wil keep 
the corn dry and free from rats and cattle 
before the crops mustbe tumbled in. Taevy 
can not findtimeto keep the roads onthe 
faim free from mudholes, but the horses 
must work the harder in puiling the loads,be- 
cause of the owner’s Slackness and want of 
forecast. There was no time in early spring 
to clean, repair and oil the barness and have 
the plows put in gcod repair before spring 
plowing began, so time must be taken to 
make repairs us breaks occur in the midst of 
work. ‘Lhese men are aiways telling of their 
bad luck, how tbhetire came off andtae wag- 
on broke Gown just in the midst of hauling in 
the wheat and they had to lose wo 
days having it repaired, and just 
then the rain Set in and there 
was no chance to haul ia the grain until 
it had sproutedin the shock. Au endless tail 
of disaster follows Farmer Slack, 

‘*It don’t pay to provide comfortable winter 
quarters for the sheep, cattle and pigs, they 
will be the hardier for roughing it, and then I 
have not time,’’ says he, **to fool around that 
way.’’ Yetin the spring he has to take time 
to savethe hides of the winter-killed brutes, 
and he always has afew sheep pelts to sell for 
ready cash. Hethenrealizes on his products 
alittle before Farmers Snug or Thrifty can 
get their lambs oa the market, or their heavy 
clip sold. Itseems idle to talk about it not 
paying even in dollars to keep everythiag 
spug and neat about a farm. Good farming 
pavs. Slack farming is a shame and unprotftit- 
uble. 

Butthereis a higher 
mere gain. Every citizen. 
parent, hus duties veyond 
making his business pay. The citiz:n owes 
good influence to the State. Every neighbor 
owes a belping handtoclevate and bu.ld up 
his community. Every fsther owes sli this 
and more to his children, an example w.ortay 
of imitation. ‘“*Like futher like son” tells 
what father shouid do. 

The farmer owes it to himeelf and family to 
so conduct bis farm asto mike itaplace of 
support, comfort and culture. The influences 
of the farm and its operations may be busi- 
ness-like, methodical and elevating, or they 
may be degrading and demoralizing. 

We are not of those who think itis a pity 
that everv bov who happens to be born on the 
farm should tail to beafarmer; but itisa 
pity and 2 shame that so many boys bora and 
reared on the farm make such miserable farm- 
ers, andthe eld farmer is the oid boy that 
nine times out often spoiled the young one. 
Farmers as well as teachers and preachers 
owe good work to the world. 

Our neighbor withabig rich farnf looks 
like a neat clean man, and he tries to have 
things orderly and attractive on bis farm. He 
—_ trees and builds neat strong fences, but 

is early education crops out and he shows 
that his father was notathoroughiy neat 
farmer. He has a_ yard that he 
calls ‘*rubbish lot.’’ He might as well call it 
rat harbor, for it has millionsinit. Wheu 
there are any old rail-, boards. posts or stakes 
that he does not know wnat eise to da with, 
they are thrown onthe ground inthe rubopish 
lot. Well, he has a place for such taings, but 
even thatis confusion and ruin. Hecom- 
plains that the rats are taking hisfarm. And 
why not? He furnisbes them every facility 
for propagation and protection. ‘Tueir hur- 
bors are ample and unapproachable by cats 
or dogs, aud the well filled granary and corn- 
cribs are easy of access. 

We hate rats, and we do not invite them to 
stay. Instead of thatrubbish lot we have in 
the out-of-way place a rack, simply a forty- 
foot pole laid up on four forked posts, which 
aresetfirmiyin the ground. Tne forks of 
the posts are long enough to separate the un- 
used rails, stakes, posts, boards, etc., which 
are set on end leaning against the pole. ‘T'nix 
arrangement givesa place for each class of 
articles, and as they stand they keep dry and

make no harbor for rats, and we 
can put our band on the thing 
we want without overhauling the 


whole pile. Rails, posts and boards thus set 
up keep sound and straight. This isonly « 
suggestion as to how even minor details in 
careful farming mav be made to pay both di- 
tectly and indirectly. Farmer Slack says it 
don’t pay to spend a half day building such a 
rack. We think it pays a thousand fold, aad 
we save time, money and labor by having it. 
Our neighbor could set up his rubbish in a 
couple of days, and convert that lot intoa po- 
tato patch instead of a rattery. Potatoes 
would pay better than a big crop of rats aad 
rotten rails. 

The ground has setgled, and one c11 gat 
around over the meadows, pastures and wo od 
lots with the team. Assvonas this ein be 
done it pays to clean up the fallea lim), 
brash, leaves, or stones that imped: the 
growth of grass. Make two spears of griss 
grow where none are now growing.

The fences, too, can be straightened 
up, boards tightened, loose caps naiied on, 
broken boards replaced, etakes and riders re- 
adjusted, aliin a short time, and will save 
time running after cattle’ in the midst of 
harvest nnd keep the cattle and colts from 
becoming breacby. Poor fences and bad man- 
agement make breachy cattle. The ills of 
carclessnesss, like the beoetits of carefulness 
can not be enumerated.

One of our valued exchanges gives a com- 
mMuvuication from a correspon ent, stating 
that he @estroyed a patch of Canada thistles 
by the following treatment: The land covered 
With these thisties was so wet that little had 
been done with them until it was thoroughly 
drained. It was then plowed and harrowed 
through the summer, “‘every time a creen 
plant appeared.” Earty in September it was 
thoroughly plowed, barrowed and rolled, and 
thep sowed with wheat. The result was ub 
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very heavy crop, and not a thistle has he, 
een sines. Tne editor of the paper from 
which we derive this account thinks that tp, 
ease with which these thirtles were subdieg 
indicates that it may have been some or)», 
than the Canadian thistle. We have oftey jo. 
stroyed completely dense patches of the (in,. 
da thistle by a timilar treatment, in a sing), 
season, avoiding the one in the process aijy, 
described, that they were plowed under every 
time a green plant appeared. The con nop 
cause of failure by plowing under is jn qj. 
lowing any plants to appear at all. Ap» 
important requisite for success is in keep.

I have never becu ale 
tu so pack MV Meat as to prevent its softenimez 
in a thaw, thus leaking, moulding and hurt- 
ing. Forthe past four or five years I buve 
hung my poultry and my beef (in quarters or 
less a8 Canvenient) in my corn barn, where 
the wind blowsthrough all the time. Free 
circulation of fresh air is thething. My mex 
keeps till near May 1, perfeectivy sweet and 
good. This past Warm winter has been no ex- 
ception to the system —-{ A. C.,Claremont, ». 

Saltis so soluble in water that it makes very 
little difference in what way itis applies, 
whether on plowed or grass jand, on the suc 
fuce or otherwise. If on the surface, it is 
scon dissolved by rains, or by the moisture of 
the soil with which itis in contact. Eyen if 
slightly buried, the water of the sou svon 
effects its solution, and.it is held amd eridiual- 
ly diffused through it. The more common 
practice, however, is tospreadit in specie 
on the surface, and allow the rains to curry j 
down into the soil. Experiments are limited 
as to its effects on differentcrops. So far they 
favor its usechiefly tor wheat Sometiiiec-, 
perhaps, from peculiarities of soil,it bas litt! 
efleet.

MINCED FOWL AND EGG.—Cold roast fowl, 
a hard boiled egy, salt and pepper, orv+y- 
enve, to taste; three tablespoonfuis of uew 
milk or cream, half an ounce of butter, oue 
tables poopful of flour, a teaspoonful of jemon 
juice; mince the fowl, and remove all skip 
und bones; put the bones, skin, and trim: 
nings into a stew pan, with one sinal! omion, 
if agreeable to the patient, aud nearly une- 
half pint of water; let this stew for an hour, 
then strain liquor, chop the egg smath, mix 
the egg with the fowl, add salt and pepper, 
put in the gravy and other ingredients, lec toe 
Whole just boil, and serve with sippets of 
toast bread. 

ESSENCE OF BEEF.—One pound of gravy 


beet, free from skin aud fat, chop as tiae as 
mince-meat; poundina mortar, with three 
tablespoonfuls of soda-water, and soxwh for 
two hours; then putin a covered eartuen ji
